The War For the Union, The Improvised 
War by Allen Nevins, Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, New York, 1959. 


The War For The Union, Volume 
I, covers the years 1861-1862. This 
is the first of four volumes sched- 
uled for completion in the future. If 
the books projected for future pub- 
lication meet the standard set by Vol- 
ume I there is much interesting read- 
ing and information in store for the 
student of the Civil War. 

The current work reflects the ex- 
perience and the research of the au- 
thor who has written some 30 other 
books and has served as editor for 
many others. The easy flow of dic- 
tion employed by Nevins can be 
achieved only by one accustomed to 
writing continuously on a variety of 
subjects. 

The detail, background, and side 
lights that embellish his books are 
not to be found in the works of a 
novice, Moreover, the author is right 
at home when writing about the Civil 
War. At least six of his former pub- 
lications dealt with the Civil War, or 
with Lincoln and the Civil War. 

There are to be four volumes in 
this series. Thus it is only logical 
that Volume I should deal with the 
background of the Civil War, and, 
therefore, become prerequisite read- 
ing for complete comprehension and 
use of the volumes to be issued at a 
later date. 

A portion of the title of the book, 
The Improvised War, is indicative of 
the content. Neither the North nor 
the South were organized and pre- 
pared for a four-year war. Arms 
were lacking and most of the prom- 
inent officers and generals were ex- 
perienced only in the Mexican War, 
which was but a,skirmish as com- 
pared to the size and operations of 
the impending war. 

Lincoln was hardly a military man 
and actually not an administrator 
with wide experience. The first two 
years of the Civil War were spent 
in experimenting, blundering, and 
making adjustments to an entirely 
new situation, both politically and 
from a military standpoint. 

Launching into the war and con- 
tests for supremacy and power are 
well told. The struggle for border 
states, the intrigues so prevalent in 
the North and the political aspira- 
tions of many are well outlined. 

Nevins points out the inaptitude 
of leaders, Lincoln at first, McClel- 
lan and Halleck throughout their en- 
tire Civil war experience. Without 
adding anything not already known 
about McClellan and Halleck, Nevins 
does analyze the characters and com- 
petencies of both generals very well. 
McClellan and Halleck had their 
points and gave the appearance of 
ability. 

There are other character sketches 
of participants in the war. Seward,

Cameron, Fremont, Scott, McDowell, 
and many others, are subjected to 
microscopic scrutiny. Generally speak- 
ing, conclusions are drawn so defin- 
itely that the reader can place each 
man in a given category. 

As Nevins well points out, the con- 
fusion existing must have been be- 
yond comprehension. Almost all ex- 
pected a short war; it became a long 
and furiously fought one. 

Neither Nevins nor the publishers 
would condone a publication of this 
import without suitable pictures. The 
18 photographs included are large, 
well reproduced, and have some con- 
nection or relation to the text. Lenord, 
Scott, Charles Sumner, Lee, Horace 
Greeley, Fremont, and Henry J. Ray- 
mond are there, and seldom seen so 
well presented. 

With an inauspicious start at war 
in 1861, the Union had apparently 
failed most miserably in nearly all 
that was done. The ‘author shows, 
however, that much was done to in- 
sure success later. Mobilization and 
administration improved tremendous- 
ly. Manufacturers tooled their plants 
to produce the needed commodities 
both for war and at home. 

State Governments exhibited re- 
markable courage, resourcefulness, 
and ingenuity in supporting the 
Union. Voluntary organizations con- 
soldiers, women relief 
groups, and the United States Sani- 
tary Commission were combined to 
lend encouragement and help for a 
conflict that developed into a long 
drawn out war. 

With all of the confusion that 
reigned and the various forces at 
work and in the process of develop- 
ment, it is not difficult to divine the 
presence of Lincoln. Between the 
lines, sometimes in the forefront and 
sometimes behind the scenes, Lincoln 
was the one person of destiny. All 
due credit to Stanton, Grant, Meade, 
Sheridan, and Sherman, nothing could 
be more positive than that Lincoln 
was truly Commander-In-Chief of the 
army and navy. 

In spite of the fact that one chiap- 
ter of The War For The Union is 
given over to The Confederacy At 
War, the text deals principally with 
the North and the Union as trans- 
formed and preserved. The Confeder- 


’ acy, as a temporary institution, is 


left to other writers for more de- 
tailed and specific treatment. This is 
an excellent treatment of the sub- 
ject chosen. 

The book is well documented and 
in the proper places. The Index, Bib- 
liography, and Appendices add to the 
value and useability of the volume. 
There may be some minor errors in 
the text but there are to be found 
much interpretation of events and a 
philosophy that is difficult to attack. 

On matters involving judgments 
there are usually two or more schools 


of thought. What reader can be sure 
who is right and who is wrong. Per- 
haps both are right; it is sometimes 
possible that both are wrong. Nevins 
is seldom wrong. 


The War For the Union, Volume il by 
Allen Nevins, Charles Scribner's anaes 
New York, 1960. 

Volume II of this series, which has 
just been published, covers the year 
1862-68. The important battles of 
Antietam and Chancellorsville oc- 
curred during this time, and the 
Emancipation Proclamation was is- 
sued. There is a detailed account of 
the war right up to the battle of Get- 
tysburg. 

Social and economic developments 
are well merged into the text along 
with the political and military activ- 
ities. The fine quality of writing 
exemplified by Nevins in Volume I 
is easily recognized in this issue. 

Allen Nevins is already considered 
the foremost American historian of 
the present time. The War For The 
Union, with its content and the re- 
markable way in which it has been 
presented, undoubtedly convinces the 
most skeptical critic that this is a 
most excellent book. Here are the 
facts of history admirably told. 

Conclusions and inferences are 
drawn by Nevins, with respect to 
the impact of the war in both the 
North and South, that can be ade- 
quately defended. This book is writ- 
ten in such an interesting manner 
that not only historians, but the gen- 
eral reading public, including high 
school students, will read history as 
it should be presented. 

When the two remaining books of 
this important series have been writ- 
ten and published, the student of the 
Civil War and of Lincoln will have 
available a vast amount of authentic 
and interesting literature for good 
reading and for reference. 


Meet Mr. Lincoln by Richard Hanser and 
Donald B. Hyatt, Golden Press, Inc., 
New York, 1960. 

An excellent picture book which is 
accompanied by a definitive, terse 
text giving meaning and interpreta- 
tion to the pictures. The text is a 
sort of graphic poetry which was 
very effectively narrated by Alexan- 
der Scourby on the 150th anniver- 
sary of Lincoln’s birthday as a Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company tele- 
cast. The Lincoln National Life In- 
surance Co. of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
sponsored the telecast. 

The telecast was seen and heard by 
many people and was exceptionally 
well received. Those who would like 
to recall the program, may have the 
narration and the pictures in this 
one publication. In the words of the 
publishers, it is an extraordinary 
document that relives the immortal 
President’s years of crisis—in words 
and pictures. 
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The Picture History of the Civil War by 
Bruce Catton and Others, American 
Heritage Publishing Co., New York, 
This has been the most highly pub- 

licized Civil War book of all time. 

In most respects it is relatively new 

and has been produced at a tremen- 

dous cost. Many of the 836 pictures 
are in color and some of them have 
never been printed before. Bruce Cat- 
ton is probably the most popular 
writer at present time on Lincoln 
and the Civil War. The fact that he 
wrote the narrative that accompanies 
the pictures is enough to insure an 
increased demand for the book. 
The battle picture maps are well 
drawn and exceedingly helpful in un- 
derstanding the maneuvers of the big 
battles. The expense of research, com- 
piling pictures, lists, and reproduc- 
ing the many pictures is such that 
the book is costly but it is a good 
one and worth the money.

Events of 1960 


The Boy Scout Pilgrimage to Lin- 
coln’s Tomb and the American Legion 
Pilgrimage have become so _ well 
founded that they have developed in- 
to a tradition. The same is true of 
the Lincoln players whose presenta- 
tion of Lincoln in Illinois is given 
each year in Kelso Hollow at Lin- 
coln’s New Salem. ; 

The following Lincoln scholars died 
during the year 1960: 

Fern Nance Pond, historian of the 
Pioneer Village of New Salem, died on 
February 16, 1960. Mrs. Pond lectured 
widely, wrote many articles, and knew 
nearly all of the Lincoln students. She 
was a descendant of persons living in 
New Salem at the time Lincoln lived 
there. 

Alfred Whital Stern died on May 3, 
1960. He was a Lincoln collector of note. 
He made valuable contributions to the 
Library of Congress, State Historical So- 
ciety of Illinois, and to Northwestern 
University. 

Howard H. Page, a son of Julia Taft 
Payne, died on April 11, 1960. He was 
the son of the girl who supervised the 
play of the Lincoln boys and her brother 
during the White House days of the 
Lincolns. 

The Great Western Railrcad sta- 
tion in Springfield, Ill., where Lin- 
coln made his farewell speech, is to 
be restored to its original size and 
furnishings, as of the year 1861. 

grave marker for Bathsheba 
Lincoln, a grandmother of Abraham 
Lincoln, was dedicated on May 18, 
1960, at Fort Knox Military Preser- 
vation in Kentucky. 

Thomas Lincoln the infant brother 
of Abraham Lincoln, died and was 
buried in the Redman Cemetery near 
Knob creek in Kentucky. Presum- 
ably the grave had a stone with hand- 
carved letters, T. L. The Boy Scout, 
Post 15, Des Moines, Iowa, under the

In November 1960, Lloyd Osten- 
dorf the artist from Dayton, Ohio, 
came to Springfield, Ill., for some 
research work and to secure copies 
of Lincoln pictures. Ostendorf is not 
only a specialist in Lincoln pictures 
but an excellent artist. The front 
covers of The Lincoln Herald have 
shown many of his original paint- 
ings. Lincoln and The Boy Scouts as 
shown in the summer issue of the 
Lincoln Herald, 1960, is excellent. 

Lloyd Ostendorf visited in the 
home of the reviewer and we spent 
a very pleasant evening looking at 
Lincoln books and other Lincoln 
items. 

At the present time Ostendorf is 
illustrating some books. His book, Mr. 
Lincoln Came to Dayton, is an ex- 
cellent one. It is illustrated only as 
an artist could do it. 

In the Spring number of the Lin- 
coln Herald, 1960, Ostendorf gives us 
a good insight into Lincoln’s Ohio 
tour, which not only includes his trip 
to Dayton but to Columbus, Hamil- 
ton, and Cincinnati. In this article, 
Lloyd Ostendorf gives some of the 
detail that has been slighted in con- 
nection with this important political 
visit into Ohio, following the famous 
debates with Douglas the previous 
year, 1858. 

Lloyd Ostendorf is a young man. 
It would appear he has a good fu- 
ture. The fact that he has aptitude 
for research and writes well are 
assets which compliment his compe- 
tency to illustrate well. Good pictures 
are necessities for a good book or ar- 
ticle. 


Lincoln and the Civil War 
Tomorrow 


Prediction for the output of Lincoln 
and Civil War literature in the future is 
a matter of conjecture. There are a 
large number of students of both of 
these subjects. The subjects are fascin- 
ating to study and work with. 

The writing of Lincoln books and ar- 
ticles is not very profitable from a fi- 
nancial standpoint. Aside from the pro- 
fessional historians employed in histori- 
cal societies as executive secretaries, 
very few Lincoln writers have received 
remuneration commensurate with the re- 
search and effort expended. 

Most libraries will buy the books, al- 
most all Lincoln and Civil War students 
will acquire them for their collections, 
buc the average citizen does not. During 
the last 100 years, not more than 10 or 
12 authors have received a stipend for 
their work that could be considered 
adequate. 

In spite of all of this, books continue 
to come from the press, articles appear 
regularly in the magazines, and the lit- 
erature increases by leaps and bounds. 
The interest is great, writers enjoy their 
work and, consequently, we may look 
forward to more and more contributions. 

If a publication is popular and sells 
well, so much the better. If not, the 
writer still has had a lot of satisfaction 
and pleasure in studying and writing. 
Much of this is a labor of love rather 
than of recompense,

Second Season, 1910-1911

Many artists in the preceding list were not actual 
members of the: Boston Company, but came from the 
Metropolitan or Chicago companies for special guest 
appearances. For this second season, prices were ad- 
vanced with the promise of special guest artists from 
the Metropolitan. Boston singers, in return, visited the 
opera houses of New York and Chicago. 


Among the tenors was Robert Lassalle, son of the 
famous baritone Jean Lassalle. On records he may be 
heard on Pathe discs, which some mistakenly attribute 
to his father. Another tenor whose name presents dif- 
ficulties was Enrico Areson. When he sang with other 
companies it was spelled Aresen, Arenson or Aresoni. 


Of the baritones, Angelini-Fornari dropped part of 
his name during the first season and became known 
simply as Fornari. 

Record collectors will be interested to note that some, 
in fact probably most of the pictures used to illustrate 
the different operas in the old Columbia catalogs show 
the stage settings of the Boston Company.

As Father Palmer pointed out -in his first listing of 
the Boston Opera, a link obviously existed between 
many of its artists and the domestic Columbia label. 

Witness Boninsegna for one—no sooner had _ she 
joined the newly-formed Boston operatic forces than 
Columbia signed her up. To a greater or lesser extent 
the same is true of Bronskaja, Dereyne, Freeman, Gay, 
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Lipkowska, Nielsen, Olitzka, Baklanoff, Mardones, Des- 
tinn, Garden, Gay, Swartz, Villani, Carolina White, 
Blanchart, Goritz, Slezak, Zenatello. 

It would appear, then, that were it not for the Boston 
Opera, our collecting might be somewhat different now. 
Goodness, just imagine not having those nice “banner 
labels” of Boninsegna, Garden, Gay, Olitzka and others 
to look for. 

After this sobering thought we hasten with our thanks 
to Henry Russell, the brain behind the Boston organi- 
zation, for saving us from such a dire fate, and to 
Father Palmer for giving us the first glimpse behind 
the Boston Opera curtain. 

This latter contribution is what in the journalistic 
jargon would be defined as a “scoop.”

Now I 
have decided it is time to publish 
an appreciation of the recording 
career of Frank Croxton himself. 


In 1924 the late George Pullen 
. Jackson, then a member of the music 
faculty of Vanderbilt University in 
Nashville, Tenn., was writing a se- 
ries of articles on “Southern Mu- 
sicians” for Sunday newspapers. I 
don’t believe I can give a more 
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PEPRLESS OUARTET 


than by quoting what Dr. Jackson 
said about him: 


“T think it would be a fair guess that 
big, jolly, golden-voiced Frank Croxton 
has provided the United Statesers with 
more unalloyed musical enjoyment than 
has any other American bass singer. You 
want me to prove it? It can’t be done, 
of course. It was only a guess. 

“But show me the man whose phono- 
graphic records have gone into millions 
of homes; who has, for a number of 
years, given a hundred recitals per sea- 
son from coast to coast; who has func-

And we shall have to say of that Com- 
monwealth that it is the home of ‘fast 
horses, fair women and famous artists.’ 

“Frank Croxton saw the light of day 
in Paris, Ky., in 1877, and passed the 
first five eventful years of his life there 
before his parents moved to Lexington. 
It was in Lexington that he got his gen- 
eral education in the public schools and 
in Transylvania University, where he 
graduated in 1898. It is there also where 
he received his first musical instruction 
at the hands of his father, Chester F. 
Croxton, who is now, by the way, a 
prominent choir leader in Fort Worth, 
Texas. 

“Immediately after young Croxton’s 
graduation he went to New York City 
and laid his musical talents in the hands 
of Frank Herbert Tubbs, voice builder. 
Later he worked also with the noted 
masters, Oscar Saenger and John Denis 
Mehan. The European part of Mr. Crox- 
ton’s vocal education was gained in 
Paris in 1907 and 1908 under Frank King 
Clark, a well known music pedagog of 
the French capital, for whom Mr. Crox- 
ton, after his return to America, ar- 
ranged a master class in New York, 
which was attended by many of the best 
American _ singers. 

“At this time Mr. Croxton was in the 
midst of his work at Chautauqua, sum- 
mer after summer. And it was at this 
time that he started his long period of 
service as soloist at the Brick Church 
in New York. In the years following, the 
basso did, in addition to the above-men- 
tioned singing, an ever increasing amount 
of concert and recital work. He was for 
a long time a member of a _ concert 
quartet, the other noted members of 
which were Agnes Kimball (soprano), 
Nevada Van Der Veer (contralto), and 
the late Reed Miller (tenor). 

“Mr. Croxton’s present occupations are 
threefold: He runs down from his Mor- 
ristown, N. J., home (30 miles from 
New York on the Lackawanna) to Cam- 
den once in a while to make records for 
one of America’s most prominent talking 
machine concerns; he takes a. concert 
tour as often as he can get away with 
the ‘Eight Victor Artists;’ and he de- 
votes the rest of his energies, mainly 
during the summer, 


to teaching vocal 
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art at his Morristown studios, far re- 
moved from the mechanical distractions 
of the big city, and still within reach 
of its art life. 

“In 1899 Mr. Croxton married Eliza- 
beth Lloyd of New York. Mrs. Croxton 
is an excellent soprano singer and is 
now associated with her husband in his 
summer master-class work.”’ 


II. Newspaper Death Notice 


Frank Croxton had about a quar- 
ter of a century of life remaining 
after George Pullen Jackson’s eu- 
logy was put into print. When he 
died, September 4, 1949, the follow- 
ing appeared in the New York Her- 
ald Tribune: 


“Frank Croxton, 71, a church soloist 
for 40 years and a basso who toured the 
United States and Canada with various 
singers and symphony orchestras, died 
yesterday at Sanger’s Nursing Home, 
500 West 57th Street. He lived at 441 
West 57th Street. 

“Born in Paris, Ky., Mr. Croxton’s 
singing career encompassed opera, con- 
certs, oratorios, recitals, phonograph re- 
cordings, and radio programs, usually 
in supporting roles. He was soloist at 
the Brick Presbyterian Church, when it 
was at Fifth Avenue and 36th street, for 
25 years, and later at the Collegiate 
Church of St. Nicholas, Fifth Avenue and 
48th street, for 15 years. He resigned 
from the latter two years ago. 

“Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Croxton, and four sons, Chester H., 
Lucius, John C., and Frank Croxton, Jr. 
The funeral service will be private.’’ 


The death certificate issued by the 
City of New York Department of 
Health says the eminent basso had 
lived in New York for 45 years. By 
an error, it gives his birth date as 
October 7, 1887, instead of 1877. He 
was 71 years, 10 months, and 27 
days of age at his death.

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curately, as “actor.” His father’s 
name, as we already know, was 
Chester Croxton, and his mother’s 
maiden name, Mary Anderson. 

He had been in the Sanger Home 
for 20 days, and his death occurred 
at 4:30 p.m. on September 4. His 
physician, whose signature I can’t 
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decipher, attributes death to “gen- 
eralized arterio-sclerosis.””’ The body 
was cremated at Fresh Pond Crem- 
atory and the funeral was held on 
September 6. 


III. Other Brief Sketches 


Additional information concern- 
ing Frank Croxton may be found in 
the 1914 catalog of Blue Amberol 
records and the 1920 Columbia list. 
The Edison cylinder booklet says: 


“Frank Croxton was born in Paris, Ky. 
His father, Chester F. Croxton, had a 
remarkable basso voice and sang only the 
best song literature; consequently the 
young son knew the great songs and 
arias before he had any thought of be- 
coming a professional singer. Mr. Crox- 
ton spent several seasons in opera and 
has sung every bass role in the grand 
and light operas commonly sung in re- 
pertoire companies, and has always rank- 
ed high among America’s leading oratorio 
and concert bassos. Among the great or- 
chestras with which he has appeared 
may be mentioned the Boston Symphony, 
New York Symphony, New York Phil- 
harmonic.”’ 


It is obvious that Croxton was an 
artist of sound musical attainments, 
but I wish we had more information 
about his operatic career. The Co- 
lumbia catalog referred to him both 
under his own name and as a mem- 
ber of the famous Columbia Stellar 
Quartet. I have combined the two 
references: 


“Music lovers throughout the United 
States will commend our action in se- 
curing Mr. Frank Croxton, the unri- 
valed American basso, for a number of 
selections. Mr. Croxton has been known 
for years as one of the ablest and most 
gifted vocal artists the concert stage of 
the country has been able to boast, his 
continuous engagements with most of 
the large orchestras and in oratorio per- 
formances bringing him closely in touch 
with the best of the musically inclined 
portion of the American public.’’ 

“Frank Croxton was born in Ken- 
tucky and was educated at the Kentucky 
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—- Swiss music boxes restored like new. All wheels, worm 
Pinions made right in my shop on NEW ESPECIALLY DE- 
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offered rebuilt like new, as to those that know, all machines need 
plenty of work on them to be in flawless condition. 
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University. At the youthful age of six 
his remarkable voice was developing 
under the tutelage of his father. At 21 
he came to New York and built up a 
reputation which has taken him as solo- 
ist with orchestras and choral societies 
throughout the United States. The out- 
standing quality of Croxton’s voice is 
an unusual clearness seldom found in a 
voice of such low bass register. In his 
solo passages this clarity is particularly 
noticeable.”’ 


IV. Beginning a Recording Career 

When his recording career began, 
Frank Croxton was a tall, barrel- 
chested, strongly built man of 33. 
His photographs usually show him 
wearing glasses and a sardonic ex- 
pression. It is amusing to observe 
how he towers over his three asso- 
ciates of the Columbia Stellar Quar- 
tet in a picture published in HOB- 
BIES for March, 1958. 

The first Croxton record I have 
traced is a two-minute U. S. Ever- 
lasting cylinder No. 239, which must 
have been made late in 1910 or 
early in 1911. It is a duet version 
of an Ernest R. Ball song hit, “In 
the Garden of My Heart,” which he 
sang with that most prolific of all 
duettists, Henry Burr. 

Like Croxton, Burr had been a 
star pupil of the distinguished sing- 
ing coach, John D. Mehan, and it 
is probable that the most. popular 
ballad singing tenor in the history 
of the phonograph deserves the 
credit for persuading Croxton to 
make_ records. 

A few other Croxton records are 
listed in the U. S. Everlasting cata- 
log for October, 1912. They include 
the following four-minute cylinders: 
1447, “Hosanna;” 1320, “The Lord 
is My Shepherd,” a duet with Reed 
Miller, and 1562, “Flora’s Holiday,” 
by the Frank Croxton Quartet. 


V. Singing for Edison 


The basso’s first Edison appear- 
anee occurred in October, 1911, when 
he and Reed Miller sang, on Amber- 
ol cylinder No. 799, the “Lost, Pro- 
scribed” air from “Martha.” 

The New Phonogram editor re- 
marked: “Mr. Miller is too well- 
known among Edison enthusiasts to 
require an introduction; Mr. Crox- 
ton’s robust baritone voice and his 
dramatic style in singing will en- 
dear him at once to all purchasers 
of this record. The perfect blending 
of the two voices, coupled with the 
fact that the record is sung in 
English, is sure to make it extreme- 
ly popular among lovers of grand 
opera.” 

In November, on No. 835, Miller 
and Croxton sang “The Lord is My 
Shepherd.” Said the editor: “Reed 
Miller and Frank Croxton have both 
sung the anthem hundreds of times 
in their church work and it natur- 
ally follows that their rendition of it 
is beyond unfavorable criticism.” 

Croxton was one of the few re- 
cording artists who headed a quar- 
tet featuring his name. In January, 
1912, the Frank Croxton Quartet 


was represented with an Amberol 
eylinder, No. 884, of the ‘“Flora’s 
Holiday—Song Cycle,” which has al- 
ready been mentioned as a U. S. 


Evcrlasting record. The description 
said: 


“‘Plora’s Birthday’ is a cycle of songs 
by H. Lane Wilson, who has been un- 
usually successful in arranging quaint 
and charming melodies in the old English 
style. Our record contains: ‘Come All 
Ye Lads and Lassies,’ an original song 
in 2-4 time; ‘Gentle Dawn,’ an arrange- 
ment of an Pnglish melody of the 15th 
century, which is in madrigal form, 
sung unaccompanied; and ‘Country 
Dance,’ a characteristic melody in 6-8 
time, full of life and spirit. The fine 
organization of the Frank Croxton Quar- 
tet, now en tour in concert work, is 
shown by the clear enunciation of the 
singers and their spirited work through- 
out.”’ 


Besides Croxton, the quartet con- 
sisted of Agnes Kimball, soprano; 
Reed Miller, tenor, and Miller’s wife, 
Nevada Van Der Veer, contralto—- 
all now dead. Their photos were 
published on the front cover of that 
month‘s Edison supplement. The 
New Phonogram said of Croxton, 
“there is not a prominent oratorio 
society in America that has not had 
him for soloist at one time or an- 
other,” and commented about the 
Quartet: 

“The Frank Croxton Quartet is com- 
posed of singers of the highest rank 
individually and collectively. Their work 
has never been excelled in America by 
any organization of vocalists. It repre- 
sents several years of earnest effort 
together, more with the idea of perfect 
ensemble from an art point of view 
than from any idea of exploiting their 
work publicly. The demand for their 
services has been so insistent that the 
artists are making several short tours 
during the season to all parts of the 
country. The quartet, when in Ne’ York, 
sings at Dr. Henry Van Dyke’s famous 
Fifth Avenue Brick Church. The mem- 
bers of the organization have the dis- 
tinction of singing over 100 concerted 
numbers from memory—a record that 
will probably stand for many years.” 


In February, the quartet sang “I 
Love, Love” from ‘The Red Widow.” 
And in March, Mrs. Kimball, with 
the other members assisting, was 
heard in the “Inflammatus” from 
“Stabat Mater.” Croxton and Miller 
were present with a duet rendition 
of “Crucifix.”” May brought a three- 
part interpretation of “God is Love, 
His Mercy Brightens,”’ by Kimball, 
Miller, and Croxton. 

A month later, Croxton’s first 
Edison solo was announced. It was 
the composition with which he per- 
haps was most identified, “Gypsy 
Love Song” from Victor Herbert’s 
“Fortune Teller,” and was made 
with the help of a mixed chorus—- 
no doubt the other three members 
of the quartet, which also sang the 
record of the beautiful waltz, “Car- 
mena.” 

A second Croxton solo, “Hear Me! 
Ye Winds and Waves” was issued in 
July, with this comment: 


“Surging with the spirit of the ele- 
ments, this great master-piece of Han- 
del’s has been one of Mr. Croxton’s most 
successful songs as baritone soloist with 
the New York Symphony, Pittsburgh 
Symphony, Victor Herbert and Theodore 
Thomas Orchestras. A recitative from 
Handel’s ‘Julius Caesar’ and the air 
from ‘Scipio’ are combined by an or- 
chestra accompaniment in which is heard 
the ceaseless booming of the restless 
waves.”’ 


No more Croxton records were is- 
sued by Edison before the first list 
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of unbreakable Blue Amberol cylin- 
ders came out in November, 1912. 
VI. Croxton as a Columbia and 
Victor Singer 


Crexton’s Columbia debut was 
only a month later than his Edison. 
In February, 1912, attention was 
called to his 12-inch record, Noe. 
A5344, of two standard bass num- 
bers, “Out on the Deep” and “Thy 
Sentinel Am I.” 

March brought a 10-inch version, 
No. Al1114, of “Off to Philadelphia,” 
coupled with ‘The Little Irish Girl,” 
sung by W. Francis Firth. Croxton 
and Miller teamed in April to sing 
“The Wanderer’s Night Song” on 
one side of a 10-inch dise while 
Grace Kerns and Bessie Volckmann 
sang “O Wert Thou in the Cauld 
Blast” as its coupling. 

Crexton also offered a bass solo 
of “Hosanna.” Its mating was “Wel- 
come, Happy Morning,” by the Co- 
lumbia Mixed Quartet—possibly an- 
other name for the Croxton Quartet. 

In July, Miller and Croxton were 
heard in “A Stein Song.” “Brown 
October Ale,” sung by another basso 
with the initials F. C—Frank Con- 
ly—was pressed on the other side. 

In November, Miller and Croxton 
sang a 12-inch version of “The Lord 
is My Shepherd.” Its pairing was 
Handel’s “Largo,” given in Italian 
by the great German baritone lieder 
singer, Alexander Heinemann. 

For December, 1912, Croxton 
cashed in on the Christmas trade by 
making a 12-inch version of Gou- 
nod’s “Nazareth,” sung with the help 
of the Columbia Mixed Chorus. The 
other side was occupied with “And 
the Glory of the Lord,” by the 
Columbia Oratorio Chorus. The 
monthly supplement said, concerning 
the Croxton side: 

“This celebrated song—one of the best 
achievements of its equally celebrated 
composer, and especially adapted to the 
male voice of low register—still stands 
supreme among songs of its class. It is 
sung for our list by Mr. Frank Croxton 
with the entire strength of our unri- 
valed Mixed Chorus.” 


Croxton’s only solo Victor record 
also appeared in December, 1912. 
It, too, was a solo rendition of ‘“Naz- 
areth,” but without the aid of a 
chorus, and was doubled with “Yule- 
Tide,” a “Christmas fantasia” play- 
ed by Arthor Pryor’s Band. Said 
the supplement: 


“The Victor introduces a new bass in 
Gounod’s majestic song of the Nativity. 
Mr. Croxton’s rich and resonant voice 
and good delivery are already familiar 
to concert-goers throughout the United 
States, and his Victor records will pre- 
sent him to a new and much larger 
audience.”’ 


Strangely, in view cf the way 
Croxton had immediately “caught 
on” with Edison and Columbia pa- 
trons, his name didn’t appear again 
in a Victor list for almost seven 
years, even though the “Nazareth” 
record sold well. And, although Vic- 
tor issued solo records by Agnes

Uncle Sam Helps the 


Doll’s Dressmaker 
By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


Uncle Sam is continually helping 
the hobbyist in various ways to pur- 
sue to best advantage the particular 
hobby in which he is interested, for 
especially in the field of antiques, an 
authentic collection of any interesting 
object not only gives satisfaction to 
the collector, but contributes to our 
knowledge of past history. 

Dolls, authentically dressed, pass 
on the history of costume of their 
era. With this in mind the serious 
collector of antique dolls takes pains 
to learn how children dressed in the 
period to which their dolls belong. 

The Index of American Design, Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, Washington, 
D. C., has many photographs of old 
costumes handed down from one gen- 
eration to another. The photographic 
reproductions given here are of wa- 
ter color renderings by artists em- 
ployed by the states during the de- 
pression years of the 1930’s. 

The picture marked a of a child’s 
dress worn between 1770 and 1800, 
owned by the Museum of the City of 
New York, and rendered by Nancy 
Crimi is of heavy brocaded rose silk, 
the skirt shirred at the hips. 

While few collectors have dolls dat- 
ing back to the 18th century, many

resent that period in an authentic cos- 
tume. How lovely one of Martha 
Thompson’s late 18th century “ladies 
would look in a small copy of this 
costume, which is typical of the pe- 
riod. 

Picture b is of a child’s dress worn 
by a descendant of Colonel Gerald 
Fowler of Gunstan Hall, Stafford- 
shire, England, who came to Virginia 
in 1650. The dress, dated 1820, prob- 
ably was ankle length. It is of light 
gray striped taffeta, with woven de- 
sign in blue and black stripes about 
four inches apart. It has a short 
waist; square neck, cut low, and puff 
sleeves. 

It could be used to advantage on 
an early so-called “milliners’ model” 
or an early wooden doll. The water 
color was rendered by Florence H. 
Grant and was part of a state proj- 
ect of Virginia. It may be seen at 
the Valentine Museum, Richmond. 

Another child’s dress owned by the 
Valentine Museum in Richmond, Va., 
is marked c. This dress, rendered 
by Mary Humes, and originally owned 
by Mrs. Arthur Seldon Lloyd, is an 
example of the widening skirts of 
the 1830’s. It is of silk rep, hand-em- 
broidered. A china doll with cork- 
screw curls, not too long of body, 
would look charming in this little 
creation. 


This picture marked d, believe it 
or not, is of a boy’s dress. In 1834 
or 1835, a little boy named William 
Hasbrouck wore this costume. It is 
of brown linen embroidered with a 
pattern of lanceolated leaves in white 
cotton, This is another of Nancy Cri- 
mi’s renderings and is owned by the 
Brooklyn Museum. 

Costume e was originally owned 
by Evalina Nack and worn about 1847 
when Evalina was eight years old. 
It is of yellow silk with cap sleeves, 
and is fastened in back with hooks 
and eyes. The collar is of embroid- 
ered linen. 

This unpretentious little dress 
would be perfect for a plain china 
doll of about 1850. The dress may be 
seen at the Museum of the City of 
New York. The water color render- 
ing is by Roberta Spicer. 

“Mama” of the 1850’s might have 
worn the smart afternoon dress 
marked f. Itisa two-piece crinoline 
of flowered and striped white and 
brown moire taffeta with naturalistic 
vine of roses between each stripe.

front with covered buttons. High neck 
and dropped shoulder. 

“The bodice has been cut and fit- 
ted so that the white stripe makes 
a decided design. Sleeves: cut on the 
bias so that the stripe runs front 
to back down from the shoulder. Two 
pieces, fitted, each cut at the lower 
end.” The water color is by Virginie 
Berge. 

The fabric of the child’s dress 
marked g was made in Alsace in 1860, 
It is of printed challis. The white 
background has brilliant colored flow- 


ers, and the horizontal bands are 
brown with a design of vari-colored 
flowers, floral medallions, and ultra- 
marine border. 

This costume, made for a 13-year- 
old girl, is lined throughout with 
white cotton cloth, and it has a 
pocket. It may be seen at the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in New York 
City. The water color is by Melita 
Hofmann. 

The hoop-skirted dress marked h 
would make a suitable costume for a 


china doll of the 1860’s, or an early 
Greiner. It has a flowered design, is 
trimmed in bands of blue ribbon, and 
has a ruffled cap over three-quarter 
length sleeves. The rendering is by 
Mary Humes, and the dress may be 
seen at the Valentine Museum in 
Richmond, Va. 

The 1860 basque marked 7 is of 
tan and gray, silk lined with silk of 
tan, and came from Baltimore, Md. 
The rendering is by Inex Montgo- 
mery.

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Ozias Moore’s 
Famous Four Faced Doll 


By B. H. LEFFINGWELL 


One of the rarest doll heads in 
the world-famous Strong collection 
of dolls and doll houses, is the fam- 
ous Ozias Moore “Four Faced Doll” 
as shown on page 40. 

This head was found at an an- 
tiques show in Westchester County, 
White Plains, N. Y., a couple of 
years ago. Since then the author 
has written to many historical so- 
cieties, museums, and doll collectors, 
in the hope of finding some definite 
information about the creator of this 
wonderful head. 

The head is about five inches tall, 
and made of a material similar to 
the Greiner dolls, a combination of 
papier-mache and plaster, quite 
thick, well colored. Here the turning 
of the faces is vertical, rather than 
horizontal, as on most two, three, or 


four faced dolls so far known to 
collectors. 
The hat, with gay feather, is 


modelled on the head. A long, close 
fitting hair-do comes down to a 
rather “gay nineties” type high col- 
lar laced with ribbon. A fancy yoke 
on the dress is painted gray, white, 
and black. The hat is painted yel- 
low, red, and brown. 

The four faces, as revealed, show 
the eyes closed as if in prayer; the 
eyes, dark brown, open, revealing 
the beginning of a smile. On the

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next face the smile is most roguish 
and mischievous; and the fourth face 
has quite a sober expression, all 
traces of the smile gone. The cheeks 
are very brightly rouged. No body 
was found. And no holes are pierced 
in the shoulder. 

Fortunately, a large paper label 
pasted inside the shoulder, read 
“Ozias Moore, West Acton, Mass.,” 
and the name “Prosopotrope,” re- 
ferring to the four face action. The 
date February 20th, 1866 is there, 
and the word “Licencee.” It was at 
first thought it would be a simple 
matter to trace this toy inventor 
or manufacturer, but all roads came 
to a dead end. 

The protracted search of the files 
of the U. iS. Department of Com- 
merce (or Patent Office) Wash- 
ington, D.C., eventually produced a 
copy of U.S. Patent No. 52,782. This 
showed that D. Checkeni patented a 
doll head with four revolving faces 
on February 20, 1866. 

Two sketches, front and side view 
of the head, are shown on the pat- 
ent, and the patent office descrip- 
tion is shown here. The full method 
of manufacture, materials, action, 
etc. were given, and the assignee was 
George N. Thompson, New Haven,

Conn. Thompson was presumably 
the manufacturer. 

Through the courtesy of the His- 
tory & Genealogy Section of the 
State of Connecticut Library, it was 
found that George N. Thompson 
lived in New Haven in 1866, and 
was listed as a “clock maker.” 

Dominico Checkeni was listed as 
an “inventor” in 1872, and as a 
“toy maker” in 1880-1885. There is 
record of his death July 3, 1885. 

It will be noted, however, the 
doll as it finally appeared did not 
exactly resemble the patent sketch. 
The faces came into view when 
operated manually, no string or le- 
ver being used to turn them for- 
ward or backward. 

While many of the New England 
museums and _ historical societies 
have fine collections of dolls, and 
records of early New England toy 
manufacturers, no example of this 
head, and no information about ei- 
ther Checkeni or Thompson were 
uncovered by the writer. 

Perhaps some of our HOBBIES 
readers have another head, or can 
furnish information about the doll. 

Mrs. Marian L. Piper, librarian of 
the Acton Memorial Library, Acton, 
Mass., found no mention of Ozias 
Moore in the Acton Vital Records. 
She did however, find an old lady, 
over 90 years old, Mrs. Leveroni, 
West Acton, Mass., who had once 
owned a similar doll, as near as she 
could remember. She used to let the 
neighbors’ children play with it. One 
person who played with the doll as 
a child, remembered the doll but 
hed no information.

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The Simple Story of 


TIME 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 
PART I 


With this first part of a six-part 
article, through the next six months, 
I am starting what may turn out to 
be a very ambitious project indeed. 
The object is to put together a very 
simplified story of “Time” and the 
devices to measure and record it 
which have been developed over a 
period of about 600 years. 


The need for this story may be 
subject to question. Certainly, there 
is a great mass of printed matter 
concerning the subject. Much of this 
literature, however, was written by 
very learned people, principally as- 
tronomers, mathematicians and phys- 
icists, who assume that their read- 
ers will have the same understand- 
ing they have. 

The ordinary layman, who would 
like to get just a workable know!l- 
edge of the subject, can very easily 
get lost in the maze, and give up 
in frustration. I know that when I 
first started to delve into the sub- 
ject, I yearned for something that 
would give me a proper approach 
and serve as a guide to further 
knowledge. Needless to say I did not 
find it. 

My hope now is to be able t» 
produce a panoramic and chronolog- 
ical outline of the subject so that the 
ordinary layman, such as I am, can 
see the whole subject in perspective 
and be able to find starting points 
from which he can pursue his stu- 
dies and thus enhance his knowledge. 

To begin with, as collectors of 
time-measuring devices, we should 
know something about “Time” itself. 
If we understand what it is that 
is being measured, we will be better 
able to comprehend what the meas- 
uring device must be like, and how 
it must function. 

So, we ask the question: ‘What Is 
Time?” One definition I have come 
across is: “ A Measure Of Dura- 
tion.” Duration is the period be- 
tween two happenings, such as dawn 
to darkness, sunup to sundown, etc. 
Time, itself, is intangible, but it 
has to do with tangible things. 

There is a basis for establishing 
a measurement of time as we know 
it, and that is the constant motion 
of the earth, the sun, and the stars. 
The earliest astronomers learned 
that the earth rotates on its axis 
in a constant manner and they could 
determine how long it took for one 
complete turn. This is the basis for 
our day, as we know it. 

The sun follows an orbit and 
makes one complete circle in the sky 


in a much longer period, which is 
the basis of our year, as we know it. 
This, then, is the simple basis for 
our day and our year. There are 
variations in these two durations, but 
they need not concern us and would 
only create confusion. 

We see, then, that the duration 
of our day and our year are based 
on things that are known and con- 
stant. What about the other divi- 
sions of time such as seconds, min- 
utes, hours, weeks, and months? 
These divisions are not based on the 
movement of heavenly bodies or, in 
fact, on anything in particular. 

As a matter of fact, the table 
which says there are 60 seconds in 
a minute, 60 minutes in an hour, 24 
hours in a day, and 12 months in 
a year is the old Babylonian system, 
and we still use it. It works quite 
well. 

This is the kind of time we know 
and understand and live by. There 
are others, of course, sidereal time, 
solar time, etc. Let’s forget about 
them for the present and think only 
of the kind of time that we can un- 
derstand, 

Time is important, of course, and 
it is measurable. The astronomers 
and wise men, centuries before the 
birth of Christ knew about time and 
could measure the passing of time 
by observing the movements of the 
Heavenly Bodies. These learned men 
were only the few. 

The great mass of common people 
did not know about it. In fact, their 
only conception of time was that 
the day was divided into periods of 
darkness and light. There must have 
been a great yearning toward some 
knowledge of time that could be un- 
derstood by the common man and 
much thought must have been given 
to it. 

The first device for measuring time 
other than by astronomical observa- 
tion, so far as we know, was the 
Sun Dial. There is no record of 
where or when or by whom it was 
invented. We do know, however, that 
it was in use in the Valley of the 
Euphrates as early as 2000 B.C. 

The function of a simple sun dial 
is quite simple. It is based on the 
fact that when the sun shines on 
an opaque object it will throw a 
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shadow, and the shadow will move 
as ie sun moves across the horizon. 

Theoretically, the shadow from a 
post would be at the same spot at 
the same time in any day, thus a 
post can be set up in a circular area 
and a sort of dial marked out around 
it. The shadow will fall on the mark- 
ings of the dial and there will be 
a semblance of time indication. This 
is known as true solar time since 
it depends entirely on the position of 
the sun in the Heavens. 

The simple sun dial could never 
be more than a time indicator. The 
same sun dial set up in different loca- 
tions would show a different time, 
and the time shown would not be 
the same from one day to the next. 

The reading of the sun dial must 
be interpreted, and_ calculations 
made from the reading, in order to 
arrive at a degree of accuracy. We 
must, therefore, reach the conclusion 
that the earlier sun dials were not 
of much use to the common man 
since they required an astronomer 
and a mathematician to use them. 

I remember reading somewhere 
that the making of a sun dial calls 
for knowledge of Astronomy, Geog- 
raphy, Geometry, Mathematics, Me- 
chanics, Architecture, and Art. All 
of this is far beyond my intellectual 
powers. I must confess that I know 
next to nothing of the technical side 
of the subject. 

The early sun dials were probably 
very crude and very simple, and, con- 
sequently, very inaccurate. Many of 
them were quite large and were sta- 
tionary, often located on public build- 
ings or in public places, as tower 
clocks were in later years. 

Since the sun dial was the only 
means of “Telling Time” other than 
by astronomical observation for a 
very long period in man’s history, at 
least 1800 years, it is natural that 
it would be refined and improved to 
a point where it could actually be 
carried in the pocket and used by 
most anyone. 

The development of the sun dial 
followed much the same course that 
has characterized other utilitarian 
products over the ensuing centuries. 
The first ones were, undoubtedly, 


crude and inaccurate affairs. 
As time went on, 


improvements

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were inevitably made and greater 
accuracy and useability achieved. 
The sun dial was, however, an item 
of usefulness, and the emphasis would 
be along utilitarian lines, with lit- 
tle thought of decorative effects. 

In the later years, particularly 
the 17th and 18th centuries, they be- 
came quite decorative. Many were 
made of ivory and other precious 
materials. It was not too unusual for 
them to be encrusted with rare gems. 
These are highly interesting ones and 
almost anyone would like to have one. 

It may seem strange that I men- 
tion sun dials being made in the 17th 
and 18th centuries. By that time, 
mechanical time-pieces, of some ac- 
curacy and efficiency were readily 
available and one might assume that 
no one would be interested in a 
sun dial at that time. 

This is not the case at all. As a 
matter of fact, sun dials were made 
in considerable quantities even up 
into the 19th century. This is a char- 
acteristic of people. It was in the 
past and it is now. We do not imme- 
diately discard the old in favor of 
the new and better. We are inclined 
to believe that the things we know 
are the best and we are skeptical of 
new things with which we are not 
so familiar. 

So even up into the 19th century 
it was not unusual for a man to 
carry a pocket sun dial and also a 
pocket watch. At certain times of 
the day, when the sun was right, he 
would bring out both the watch and 
the sun dial for checking. He might 
then set the watch to correspond with 
the time shown by the sun dial. 

I have devoted a lot of space to 
the sun dial; perhaps more than nec- 
essary. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that this device was the only 
known means of telling ime, aside 
from astronomical observation, for a 
period that we know to be at least 
1800 years. This is almost inconceiv- 
able, but it is true. 

Why was not something better de- 
veloped for telling time during that 
long period? There were men of 
high intelligence and great learning 
through all that time. It seems 
that the wise men then devoted their 
intelligence and learning to Religion, 
Philosophy, Mathematics, and As- 
tronomy. At least, we know that 
there was not much progress along 
mechanical lines throughout that 
whole period. 

Most of us will never see one of

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the ancient sun dials, although they 
have been found in the excavations 
of buried cities. Some very old onés 
are still to .be found in the cities 
of the old world. Examples of the 
later ones, portable or pocket size, 
can be seen in most museums. 

There are many individuals who 
collect sun dials. They can be found 
and purchased. These will, of course, 
be comparatively late ones, but they 
will still be interesting. I am led 
to believe that they are actually be- 
ing made today. It would be assumed 
that the completely new ones are be- 
ing sold as novelties, and not as an- 
tiques. 

Are sun dials collectible? The an- 
swer is yes, of course, if you can 
find them. I have not had one in 
my collection, but I am _ beginning 
to feel that I should, It is noted that, 
in addition to the collectors of sun 
dials only, many watch and clock col- 
lectors have one or more sun dials. 
They certainly do belong in a collec- 
tion of time-measuring devices.

The Peales of 
America 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


The story of painting in America 
may be roughly divided into that of 
the foreign-born artists and of the 
American-born, even though some of 
the latter received part of their 
training abroad. In America most of 
the paintings—except perhaps the so- 
called primitives—before the middle 
of the 18th Century were the work 
of the foreign-born artists, but by 
that time the American-born were 
coming to the fore. 

One of the outstanding families 
of painters was the Peales, all born 
in America. Of the-e Charles Will- 
son Peale is the best known. Other 
members of this talented family were 
his three sons, Raphaelle, Rembrandt 
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and Titian; his brother James, and 
four of James’ children: James, Jr., 
Anna, Marie, and Sarah. 

CHARLES WILLSON PEALE was born 
April 15, 1741, in St. Paul’s Parish, 
Queen Anne’s County, Maryland. His 
father, who died when Charles was 
still a boy, conducted a school in An- 
napolis at which a printed announce- 
ment said, “Young Gentlemen may 
be instructed in Fencing and Draw- 
ing by very good Masters.” So it is 
probable, that Charles had his first 
instruction at this school. At the 
age of thirteen, however, he was ap- 
prenticed to a saddler for whom he 
worked in what he called “a bondage 
of seven years and eight months.” 
In 1761, released from this “bondage” 
Peale set up his own business as a 
saddler, and in addition, as watch- 
maker, upholsterer, silversmith, and 
sign painter, In the following year 
he married Rachael Brewer of An- 
napolis. Rachael died in 1790 and in 
1792 he married Elizabeth de Peys- 
ter of New York. Upon her death, he 
married Hannah Moore of Pennsyl- 
vania. Of these three marriages, 
there were eleven children with such 
interesting names as Raphaelle, Rem- 
brandt, Rubens, Titian, Sophonisba,

As soon as Peale had established 
himself in the saddlery business, he 
began to devote as much time as pos- 
sible to painting portraits, first of 
himself, and then of his wife, his 
brothers and sisters. Doubtless, these 
first attempts at portraiture were 
crude but soon he obtained a com- 
mission for two portraits at five 
pounds each. 

At this time the painter, John Hes- 
selius (1728-78), noted for his min- 
jiatures, was working along the East- 
ern Shore of Maryland and from 
him Peale received some instruction 
in return for one of his best sad- 
dles. In 1765, Peale was forced into 
bankruptcy and went north to New- 
buryport, Mass., where he painted at 
least five portraits. On his way home, 
he stopped in Boston, visited John 
Smibert in his studio, and worked 
for a short time with John Single- 
ton Copley. According to Peale’s jour- 
nal, it was at this time he painted 
his first miniature. Before return-

ing home to Annapolis, he went to 
Virginia where he painted several 
portraits. 

In 1766, several wealthy Annapolis 
friends of his dead father, raised a 
purse of money to send him to Lon- 
don to study with Benjamin West, 
(1738-1820), the American-born 
painter who had gone to England in 
1760 where he remained the rest of 
his life. While in London, Peale 
painted miniatures to help support 
himself. He returned to Maryland 
some two years later and began 
painting portraits in both oil and in 
miniature. In 1772 he painted the 
earliest known portrait of George 
Washington, now at Washington and 
Lee University, Lexington, Va. 

In 1776, Peale moved to Philadel- 
phia. He became a Captain of volun- 
teers in the Revolutionary Army but 
this did net prevent him from con- 
tinuing his work as an artist. His 
journal indicates that during this

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time, particularly when in winter 
quarters at Valley Forge, he paint- 
ed some 40 miniatures for which he 
received from $56 to $100 each. One 
of these was of George Washington. 
Peale painted many portraits of 
Washington, seven from life. One is 
at the Brooklyn, (N. Y.) Museum; 
others at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Fine Arts, New York; Princeton, 
(N. J.) University, and the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D. 
His group painting of Washington, 
Lafayette and Tench Tilghman is in 
the chamber of the House of Dele- 
gates, Annapolis. 

In 1780, Peale painted one of his 
many portrait-miniatures, this of 
Comte de Rochambeau, a very small 
one set as a bracelet on a _ black 
velvet ribbon. Miniatures by Peale 
are generally painted on very small 
oval slices of ivory and are charming 
with much vivacity of color.

Giant in Tower Bank 


Mechanical banks as a collector’s 
item have received increasing recog- 
nition, interest, and activity since 
the early 1930’s. There are known 
cases where the animated banks 
were collected prior to this time, in 
the 1920’s, but the real competitive 
situation among collectors of these 
toy mechanical savings devices ac- 
tually began in the period of the 
1930’s. These were the times of 
the so-called pioneer collectors and 
such names as Chrysler, Corby, Em- 
erine, Jacobs, Jones, Marshall, Mey- 
ers, Ferguson, and several others are 
well remembered by the writer. The 
active specialist mechanical bank 
dealer of this early period was the 
never to be forgotten personality, 
Norman E. Sherwood, who lived in 
Asbury Park, N. J., and subsequently 
moved to Spring Lake, N. J. In 
each location he operated his bank 
business from his home and dis- 
played the items for sale, as well 
as selling by mail and making per- 
sonal deliveries to some of the col- 
lectors. 

The early collectors and dealers 
in mechanical banks deserve due 
recognition for their efforts in es- 
tablishing a hobby that has con- 
tinued to increase in popularity to 
the present time and shows every 
evidence of continuing to do so in 
the future. Many different speci- 
mens of mechanical banks were 
brought to light in this earlier period 
of collecting. It was natural, of 
course, that in the pioneer period 
previously unknown examples of 
mechanical banks would turn up 
with some frequency, but what has 
been of great interest to the writer 
is the fact that this same situation 
has continued to occur up to the 
present time. Perhaps the frequency 
of a new discovery does not occur 
as often as in the past but it cer- 
tainly has been a continuing factor 
of real interest and stimulation to 
the collectors. ; 

The factors surrounding: new dis- 
coveries in mechanical banks apply 
not orly to those made in the United 
States, but also to those of foreign 
manufacture. As a matter of fact 
it is m the more recent times that 
foreign banks have really--come into 
their own and factual -background 
material established so that more 
and more is known-about them: As 
we reach No. 93 in the numerical 
classification we have selected as

was unknown until a few years ago. 
This bank is the Giant In Tower 
and it is a very interesting, attrac- 
tive item. The writer, through old 
catalog material, had evidence that 
the bank had been manufactured but 
it was only recently that one was 
finally discovered and then another 
turned up, and undoubtedly there 
will be more found in the future. 


The specimen shown is in the fine 
collection of Leon J. Perelman and 
he obtained it from a Pennsylvania 
antique dealer in the early part of 
1960. The bank in turn was obtained 
by -the dealer. through a contact in 


England. It is in practically mint 
condition and completely original. 

The bank was registered August 
13, 1892 by John Harper & Com- 
pany Ltd. and manufactured by this 
same concern. One of their old 
catalogs which is in the writer’s pos- 
session pictures the bank and ad- 
vertises it as the Giant. To avoid 
confusion with the Giant Bank (Hob- 
bies, July 1952) made in our country 
the writer has named the English 
bank under discussion Giant In 
Tower. This name is simple, com- 
pletely descriptive, and eliminates 
any possibility of confusion. 

Mr. Perelman is quite fortunate 
in that his pictured specimen of the 
bank is in extra fine paint condition. 
The tower is an overall brick red 
and the door and windows are yel- 
low. The body of the Giant is brown 
and his face and hand are black. 
His tongue is red, as is the club held 
in his hand. As to the action of 
the bank, it is quite simple but ef- 
fective. A coin is inserted in the 
slot located between the top arches 
of the two front windows. As the 
coin is pushed into this slot the 
Giant tilts forward as though threat- 
ening the depositor. The figure re- 
turns to its normal upright position 
as the coin drops inside the tower. 
The operation of the bank is the 
same principle as Mama Katzen- 
jammer (Hobbies, December 1958). 

In closing it bears mention that 
the Harper catalog picturing the 
Giant In Tower states that it came 
with two different finishes, one in 
various colors, the same as Mr. 
Perelman’s specimen, and another in 
what Harper called “Indian Black 
with the head painted only.” The 
one in various colors originally sold 
for a slightly higher price per dozen 
than the Indian Black finish.

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CLIPPER SHIPS ON 
CONTINUOUS 
PARADE 


By MARIE KIRKWOOD 


How the landsman longs for the 
sea appears in the collection of Clip- 
per ship models in the Butler Insti- 
tute of American Art, in that mid- 
land steel city, Youngstown, Ohio. 
These little replicas of perhaps the 
most beautiful thing designed in 
America have been collected and are 
exhibited along with paintings of 
such great American artists as 
Gilbert Stuart and Winslow Homer. 

The Clipper ship was a romantic 
chapter in American history. She’s 
dead now, but lives again today, 
and tomorrow, in American enter- 
prise. She brought wealth and cul- 
ture to our country, transporting the 
luxuries of the East here, carrying 
back our cotton, sugar, rum, and 
manufactured goods. In the Gold 
Rush she took more prospectors to 
California, more quickly, and safely, 
than did the covered wagon. 

The first Clipper was designed in 
Baltimore in 1832, to meet the new 
competition of the steamship. She 
was called Ann McKim. 

Immediately Massachusetts and 
Maine took up the idea, designing 
her sisters. They carried it much 
farther, in a long, narrow form, 
beam aft of center, with shark-like 
bow to cut the waves. 

For 25 years she made better 
time than steam, until it was per- 
fected and put her out of business. 
Then old Clipper captains, holed up 


at Plymouth, Provincetown, Portland, 
told tales of their adventures as 


they whittled their memories into 
models of their commands. 

Masters had often named their 
ships for variations of the thought 
of the cloud, because Clippers car- 
ried such a storm of sails, “top gal- 
lant,” “royal sails,” ‘“‘skysails,” 
“‘moonrakes.” 

The Butler Institute has its own 
Yankee history. In the 19th century 
Joseph Green Butler made a Youngs- 
town fortune in the Briar Hill Steel 
Company and built a grand house 
and filled it with paintings. 

When, one night, it completely 
burned, he vowed to rebuild it, not 
for just himself but as an art gal- 
lery for his town. This he did, charg- 
ing his descendants so to maintain it. 

His grandfather, Lt. Jonathan 
Ingersoll, USN, was on the “U.S. 
Constitution” when she beat “H.M.S. 
Guerriere” in 1812. The Butlers have 
always been great travelers and lov- 
ers of the sea. 

The founder’s son, Henry A. But- 
ler, satisfied his adventurous spirit 
by collecting 31 paintings of Clip- 
pers. Today his son, another Joseph 
Green Butler, directs the Institute. 
He buys more little ships for it in 
these models, and is happiest in win- 
ter time on the beach at Antigua 
where he has a house on the Carib- 
bean Sea. 

“One time, Father was in Vokes 
Art Gallery, Boston,” he said re- 
cently. “The proprietor showed him 
a group of sculptured ships’ models, 
hoping, I suppose, to sell one. 

“*T’ll take the lot,’ said Father 
blandly. 

“They had been made in 1867 by 
George E. Woodside, old time ship

carver. They included besides Clip- 
pers, Commodore Oliver Hazard Per- 
ry’s flagship ‘Niagara,’ which beat 
the British on Lake Erie in 1814; 
‘U.S. Frigate Constitution,’ and the 
Clippers ‘Great Republic,’ and ‘Red 
Jacket.’ ” 

Henry A. Butler bought “Flying 
Cloud” in 1929. The present director 
added models of an entire Atlantic 
harbor in Clipper days, “South 
Street, New York, 1852,” and “ ‘The 
Wander’ Taking a Sperm Whale,” 
miniature model of a sea adventure 
complete with whale. 

Names of the ships bring an aura 
of long ago—‘“Privateer Jamaica,” 
“Eldorado,” “Valparaiso,” “Ship Hou- 
qua,” “Bay of Naples.” These carv- 
ers went poetic and produced—“Eve- 
ning Star.” Some ships are named 
for sweethearts long dead, “Alice 
Counts,” “Euphrasia,” “Grace Ross;” 
or honor a ruler, “ ‘Queen Victoria.’ ” 

Just a few carvers signed their 
work, and then briefly —‘“S. Wal- 
ters,” “T. Loos,” “O.G.M.” 

The Butler Institute of American 
Art has these Clipper replicas on 
continuous exhibition.

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Jaipur Enamels 


By GRACE KALER 
PART I 


The process of enameling on metal 
has been practiced for centuries in 
various parts of India. It is uni- 
versally recognized that the _ best 
work was produced at Jaipur; thus, 
the history of Jaipur enamels is an 
important section of the art of ena- 
meling in India. 

A unique collection of more than 
100 specimens of Jaipur enamels — 
each one in color — was published 
in London, in 1886. It was with the 
thought of giving a greater number 
of people, both Eastern and West- 
ern, the opportunity of observing 
them that these exceptional designs 
were placed on record. Tais sig- 
nificant contribution of incomparable 
enamelwork ,on gold was assembled 
by Lieutenant-Colonel S. S. Jacob, 
R. E., Executive Engineer in Jaipur. 

‘The -quality of the Jaipur enamel 
colors has not been surpassed in 
splendor and purity. The Jaipur ar- 
tists applied enamels to articles of 
gold with such exquisite taste that 
there was never a lack of harmony. 
Even when jewels were added to a 
design, they served simply to en- 
hance the effect of the enameling. 

Enamels from Persia—also similar 
artistic works from Europe — are 
considered by many as inferior and 
lusterless in comparison with those 
of India. It is said in no other 
enamelwork is the brilliance of the 
red—which makes the excellence of 
the Jaipur enamels so striking — 
even approached. 


Though the art of enameling was 
typically North Indian — especially 
associated with the city of Jaipur, 
in the Rajputana region—according 
to Dr. Coomaraswamy, the city of 
Lahore evidently originated the art,

and remained the source of the raw 
material. 

The use of enamel in ‘Siam was 
of Indian origin. The art was un- 
known in Southern India, Ceylon, 
and in the Indonesian Islands. 

In writing about the arts of the 
Middle Ages, one authority en- 
deavored to prove that the art of 
enameling originated: in Phoenicia, 
later finding its way into Persia, 
where it was known in the reign 
ef King Khosru—sometimes known 
as Chosroes I—(531-579 A.D.). 

An accepted opinion indicated that 
the Greeks and the Indians acquired 
the art from the Persians. How- 
ever, reference was made to a docu- 
ment in which it was stated that a 
merchant of Scythia introduced the 
art of making glass of different 
ne into China in the fifth century

This reference’ indicates that 
enameling, which is a branch of 
the art of vitrification, was known 
at an early period—if it did not 
originate in Scythia, the home of the 
Turanians. 

Jewels from an early period were 
found in the Boulak Museum at 
Cairo. These ornaments, fashioned 
with blue glass, and a type of cloi- 
sonne enamel, indicated a Turanian 
origin of the art; there are many 
conditions to confirm that theory. 

It is notable that the best enamel- 
ers in Europe have been the Etrus- 
can Florentines; and in India, the 
Sikhs. Both are of Turanian descent. 

The most ancient specimen of

Indian enamel now in existence is 
probably the crutch staff of Jaipur’s 
Maharaja Man Singh (1486-1518). 
He was one of the greatest of the 
sovereign princes who dignified the 
Court of Akbar at the close of the 
15th century. 

This staff, upon which the Ma- 
fiaraja leaned when standing before 
the throne of the Emperor, is 52 
inches in length. It comprises 33 
cylinders of gold on a central core 
of heavy copper. 

Each of the cylinders is decorated 
with painted enamel landscapes, 
flowers, and figures of animals. The 
colors are of striking purity and 
brilliance, and the work is executed 
with far greater skill than is shown 
in modern examples. 

The staff is surmounted by a 
ervtch of light green jade set with 
gems. This splendid specimen of 
ancient art is decidedly Turanian in 
the boldness of its design and the 
daring manner in which the primary 
colors are employed. 

Along the outer walls of the im- 
mense palace of Man Singh, at Gwa- 
liar, tall towers alternate with flat 
surfaces. The domes of the towers 
were covered with gilt copper, and 
the walls still retain many of the 
inlaid enameled tiles representing 
conventional trees, men, tigers, ele- 
phants, and ducks. 

Maharaja Man Singh is credited 
with having brought five Sikh 
enamelers from Lahore early in the 
16th century. That tradition is con- 
firmed by the fact that these crafts- 
men continued to secure their choice 
colors from Lahore to carry on the 
art of their forefathers. The 
principal enamelers in Jaipur were 
all descendants of these Sikhs. 

Two brothers, Ram Singh and 
Kishan Singh, were recognized as 
artists with superlative skill. Kishan 
Singh was awarded the first prize 
at an important Jaipur exhibition. 

In the picture of the Jaipur enam- 
elers, Ghuma Singh, son of Kishan 
Singh, sits by a low stool, which 
holds his enamels and styles. On 
his right, Dhuna Singh is firing an 
enameled plate in a small clay fur- 
nace. Bihari Singh, also one of 
the most highly skilled artists, sits 
on Ghuma Singh’s left, polishing an 
ornament after it has been fired.

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Hazari Singh is engraving a plate. 

These enamelers seldom worked 
directly for their patrons. Accord- 
ing to custom, they executed orders 
for the royal jewelers, who usually 
sent the articles to the enamelers— 
ready for the glazing process. 

Enameling or painting on metals 
with mineral oxides, in such manner 
that the colors were fixed upon— 
or adhered to—the metal, was done 
in several ways. Enameling by en- 
crustation was a method used in the 
Orient. 

Two techniques of encrustation 
were Cloisonné—in which color areas 
were separated by ribbons of metal 
joined edgewise to the background; 
and Champlevé, in which the outline 
was formed by the background it- 
self. The colors were placed in de- 
pressions hollowed out of the metal 
to receive them, and were made to 
adhere by firing at a high tempera- 
ture. 

The design was prepared by an 
artist—usually a servant of the mas- 
ter jeweler, who also kept books of 
patterns—some of great age. From 
these patterns patrons could make 
selections — generally with a very 
good idea of the result to be ob- 
tained on metal. 

A goldsmith then formed the ar- 
ticle to be enameled and passed it 
on to the engraver who incised the 
pattern. The engraving was done 
with steel styluses, and the polish- 
ing was completed with related in- 
struments and agate burnishers. 

Surfaces of the hollowed-out back- 
ground in the gold of the champlevé 
enamels were ornamented with 
hatchings, which served not only to 
fix the enamel more firmly, but also 
to increase the effect of light and 
shadow through the transparent col- 
ors. 

The colors were applied in the 
order of their hardness—or strength 
to resist firing—beginning with the 
hardest. Before the enamel was ap- 
plied, the surface of the foundation 
was carefully cleaned and burnished. 

Most colors were obtained in 
opaque vitreous masses from Lahore, 
where they were prepared by Mo- 
hammedan bracelet makers. The 
base of each color resembled glass 
—and the coloring matter was the 
oxide of a metallic element such as 
cobalt or iron. Large quantities of 
cobalt, obtained from Babai, near 
Khetri, were used in producing the 
beautiful deep blue enamel. 

All known colors were applied to 
gold. Enamels in green, blue, dark 
yellow, pink, orange, a peculiar sal- 
mon color, and black were used on 
silver. On copper, only white, black, 
and pink were applied—and the pink 
was made to adhere only with great 
difficulty. 

In the order of hardness and of 
application to the metal, white, blue, 
black, yellow, pink, green, and red 
were used. The pure ruby red was 
the most impermanent, and it was 
only the most skilled and experi- 
enced craftsmen who could bring out 
its true splendor. 

The Jaipur artists alone succeed- 
ed in giving the transparent luster 


to this color which so surprised and 
satisfied the jurors of the earliest 


great international exhibition in 
Europe. ; 
A most remarkable set, made by 


Ram Singh, comprises the enameled 
gold cup shown here, along with a 
saucer and a spoon. The cup is dec- 
orated with birds and conventional- 


ized flowers—lily, lotus, chrysan- 
themum, and narcissus. The design 
is set with diamonds. 

The colors—brilliant red, deep 


blue, pink, and green, are accented 
with touches of black. The saucer 
has a floral border set with dia- 
monds. In four center medallions 
animals and birds are represented. 

The floral pattern—in miniature 
—is repeated on the spoon. An en- 
tire year was required to perfect 
the cup and saucer; the spoon was 
completed in six months. Each piece 
had to be fired five times. 

The total cost of the three pieces 
was in excess of 6,000 rupees. At 
the current rate of exchange, this 
would be the equivalent of slightly 
more than $1200. 

Ram Singh devoted six years to

SHOE BUTTONS 


There was a time when Shoe But- 
tons were exhibited on shoes instead 
of in Button Collections. During 
the latter half of the 19th century, 
and the first decade of the 20th, 
they were used extensively on wo- 
men’s and children’s shoes, boots, 
booties, and gaiters. 

During the 1870’s and 80’s, high 
buttoned boots were the rule for 
ladies, not only for walking but for 
“high fashion” affairs and evening 
wear. Even men’s shoes were made 
with buttons at one time. 

About 1885, when my father, then 
aged 14, was “helping out” as as- 
sistant in a shoe store, buttoned 
shoes for men were just coming into 
style. They didn’t last long, but

they WERE made and sold for a 
while — a link between the era 
of “Congress boots” and the modern 
male footwear of today. 

In the early 1900’s, both boys 
and girls wore buttoned shoes, usu- 


ally of the “high” variety. But 
I remember- wearing (with great 
pride!) a pair of buttoned “Ox- 


fords,” circa 1911. 

Certain types of women’s slippers 
and children’s “ankle-ties” were fur- 
nished with buttons. The latter are 
about the only shoes now made with 
buttons which are meant to be but- 
toned. And some of them have 
buckles! The buttons seen occasion- 
ally on women’s shoes nowadays are 
for ornament only. 





With Shoe Buttons once so plenti- 
ful, it isn’t strange that quantities 
of them have accumulated in button 
bags and boxes, there to be largely 
ignored or neglected, in this shoe- 
buttonless age. For while a few 
Shoe Buttons have eye-appeal, the 
majority are rather dull and hum- 
drum members of the Button 
Family, and are easily overlooked 
in the pursuit of more spectacular 
specimens. 

Yet all that Shoe Buttons really 
need is a little more notice and con- 
sideration. Some of the more exotic 
types, made of glass or china, have 
already appeared in groups made up 
of their respective materials, and 
are not always recognized for what 
they are. 


Certain of these glass buttons, la- 
ter used as “set-ups” for “paper- 
weights,” are thought to have been 
shoe buttons originally. And some 
of the fascinating “False Holes” 
may have been intended for use on 
gaiters.* 


But most Shoe Buttons — let’s 
face it — are individually un-gla- 
morous. To be interesting, they need 
help: the assistance of “fancy” 
mounting effects; the support of 
others of their own kind. 


A group of Shoe Buttons, attrac- 
tively mounted, can make a credit- 
able showing; and can, by means 
of contrast and comparison, display 
surprising variety. Or, like Glove 
Buttons, Shoe Buttons may be ap- 
propriately mounted with some of 
the “buttoners” which their use so 
often necessitated. 


The buttons shown in the illustra- 
tion are typical “rank and file” 
Shoe Buttons. Most of them are 
undecorated, and are rendered in 
sober colors. Many have Pin shanks; 
some have the characteristic long 
shanks of gaiter buttons. 


Some of these Shoe Buttons are 
flat, others convex; still others, con- 
vex with concave centers; many are 
spherical. Black, white, and shades 
of brown predominate, but oc- 
casional reds, greens, and _ blues 
brighten the ensemble. A few are 
silvered, bronze, or gilt finished. 


Shoe Buttons have been made 
from many materials: leather, imi- 
tation leather, composition, papier- 
mache, vegetable ivory, glass, china, 
pearl, black glass, plastic, etc. Few, 
if any, seem to have been made 
from metal. 


Most Shoe Buttons were probably 
made between 1865 and 1915. Those 
collectors who enjoy “research” may 
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undertake the task of identifying 
their makers, and of discovering 
places and dates of manufacture. 
On shoes, Shoe Buttons are no 
longer current or fashionable. But, 
civen a little attention and thought, 
they may still find a place in_the 
Button Hierarchy: not a top place, 
perhaps, but an honorable one, as 
representatives of a by-gone style 


which may sometime — such are 
the whims of Fashion — return to 
-avor. Stranger things have hap- 


ened! 

Shoe Buttons are like Cinderella 
—it takes a Fairy Godmother, in the 
“orm of an interested collector, to 
ransform them and make them 
popular. 

Dig them out of their hiding 
ylaces and see what your magic 


wand can do!

largely by himself and his son, Rem- 

brandt. 

In 1805, he was one of the found- 
ers of the Pennsylvania Academy of 
the Fine Arts and for 17 years one 
of its regular exhibitors. At the age 
of 83 he painted the full-length self- 
portrait in the Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy. This great artist, who became 
the most popular portrait painter in 
America after Copley left for Eng- 
land, died in 1827 at the age of 86. 

RAPHAELLE PEALE, son of Charles, 
was born at Annapolis, Md., Febru- 
ary 17, 1774, and died at Philadel- 
phia, March 25, 1825. He became a 
miniature and still life painter and 
was for some time associated with 
his brother Rembrandt, in the paint- 
ing business. One of his paintings 
was a profile of Washington in wa- 
ter color. 

REMBRANDT PEALE, son of Charles, 
was born February 22, 1778, in Bucks 
County, Penn, He was an historical 
and portrait painter and the only one 
of Charles’ children to achieve great 
fame. In 1795, he worked with his 
father on a painting of Washington 
from life. It is probable that he was 
associated with his brother, Ra- 
phaelle, in Baltimore from 1796 to 
1799. For some years he painted in 
Charleston, S. C. In 1804, he adver- 
tised in a Philadelphia newspaper, 
“Rembrandt, Portrait Painter in 
Large and Small.” In 1802 and 1803, 
he was in London studying with his 
father’s teacher, Benjamin West. In 
1807, and again in 1809, he visited 
Paris where he painted many prom- 
inent Frenchmen. In 1810, he re- 
turned to Philadelphia where he de- 
voted himself largely to portraiture. 

He was one of the founders of the 
National Academy of Design and in 
1825, became the President of the 
American Academy of Fine Arts, 
succeeding John Trumbull. In 1834, 
he settled in New York City but re- 
turned to Philadelphia shortiy before 
1843 since in that year the Philadel- 
phia Directory lists him as “Nat- 
uralist, Philadelphia Museum; home 
6 South Penn Square.” From 1849, 
until his death October 4, 1860, he 
lived on Vine St. 

Portraits by him hang in the Cap- 
itol, Washington, D. C., Independ-

TITIAN PEALE, son of Charles, was 
born in Philadelphia, in 1799, and 
died in 1885. He confined his talents 
to painting animals. 

JAMES PEALE, was Charles’ young- 
er brother. He was born in Chester- 
town, Md., in 1749. He was early ap- 
prenticed to his brother in his sad- 
dler’s shop in Annapolis. After 
Charles returned from England he 
persuaded James to give up his trade 
and study painting with him. James 
also served in the Revolutionary Ar- 
my, rising to the rank of captain 
and he became a member of the 
Maryland Society of the Cincinnati. 
After the war he made his home in 
Philadelphia. Of his six children, four 
—James, Jr., Anna, Marie and Sarah 
—became artists. Although James 
painted portraits and landscapes, he 
is best known for his miniatures, the 
majority of which are signed “I.P.” 
and dated. A portrait of Washington 
by him is at the New-York Histor- 
ical Society and another is in In- 


dependence Hall, Philadelphia. He 
died at Philadelphia, in 1831. 
ANNA CLAYPOOLE PEALE, James’ 


daughter, is the best known of his 
artist children. She was born in 
Philadelphia, March 6, 1791. Not only 
did she inherit her artistic ability 
from her father’s side of the family, 
but also from her maternal grand- 
father, James Clavvoole, known to 
have been the teacher of his nephew, 
Matthew Pratt. Anna painted in 
Philadelphia, New York, Boston, Bal- 
timore and Washington. Most of her 
miniatures are signed with one of 
three different names: Anne Clay- 
poole Peale, Mrs. Staughton and Mrs. 
Duncan—the last two her married 
names. Anne was painting as late as 
1838 in both Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. She died December 25, 1878, 
at the ripe old age of 87.

Bells made in the likeness of a 
person, whether ,man, woman, or 
child, seem to have a perennial ap- 
peal for both the collector and the 
nen-collector. If the figure is im- 
mediately identifiable, there is al- 
ways the pleasure of comparing the 
features and costume with those of 
the real personage. If not immedi- 
ately identifiable, there is the fas- 
cinating conjecture as to what per- 
son in history or fiction the bell 
represents. 

There is a tendency, of course, 
and rightly so, to place a higher 
value on the figurine bells which 
are definitely recognized as repre- 
senting a literary character or his- 
torical personage. 

To insure a correct identification, 
there is nothing more helpful than 
an actual painting or photograph 
showing the original person whose 
figure now appears in the form of 
a beli. Lacking such means of veri- 
fication, collectors frequently find 
museum experts helpful with their 
opinions. 

Unfortunately, not

individuals. 


ular, designed many pieces com- 
memorating merely local celebrities 
and nobility of the lower courts, 
whose identity has long since be- 
come unknown. 

This fact in itself points to the 
futility of insisting upon a name- 
label for every figurine bell ac- 
quired. However, it in no way im- 
plies that the portraiture is any less 
attractive and accurate for the pe- 
riod it represents. 

Also it is well to realize at this 
point that, where Oriental deities 
and historical personages are rep- 
resented, even the experts some- 
times have difficulty in determining 
the exact identity. This is due in 
part to the occasional omission by 
the designer of one or more of the 
visual attributes usually associated 
with the Oriental figure in question. 

For example, an unusually rare 
male portrait bell sold by one gal- 
lery last year was variously identi- 
fied as a Lohan (Buddhist saint), 
Kuan Ti (god of war), or Chen Wu 
(mythical queller of demons). 

Thus in any collection of nortrait 
pieces, figurine bells included, it is 
almost impossible to avoid having 
one or more unknown or unidenti- 
fied characters. 

Indeed, in the ceramics collection 
of the Louvre, where an endeavor 
has been made to label each indi- 
vidual piece, there are a considerable 
number labeled inconnu. These piec- 
es are frankly recognized by the 
museum as rare portrait pieces, but 
with the individuals they commem- 
orate so far unknown. 

Another concern in collecting por- 
trait bells lies in recognizing the 
innumerable modern reproductions, 
for these have little value in a col- 
lection of authentic originals. 

Though it is only with experience 
that collectors can learn to distin- 
ruish the genuinely old portrait bells 
from the modern, a few suggestions 
may help. 

It is a wise collector who. first of 
all, looks for the place of origin ei- 
ther stamped or carved on the bell. 
All pieces made after 1891 carry 
such a marking. Sometimes this 
marking is immediately noticeable; 
sometimes it is less so. 

Place of origin may appear on 
the bottom of the clapper in very 
small letters, or be even more in- 
conspicuously placed deep inside the 
bell where the clapper is attached. 
On other portrait bells, such mark- 
ings are cleverly placed in the folds 
of a skirt, or under the brim of a 


mat: 


The weight of figurine bells is 
often a primary clue to age, for the 
older bells are usually of heavier 
brass. The skirt on some 18th and 
early 19th century pertrait bells is 
at least one-fourth inch thick which 
makes for weight. But, for nearly 
a century now, European bell mak- 
ers have been steadily decreasing 
the brass weight in smaller hells. 

The quality of genuine old brass 
also differs from its modern coun- 
terpart. It is smonther to the touch, 


Early European - artisans, in partic-~ and not inclined to feel pebbly. Even 
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in appearance the older brass has 

more of a satin lustre and less of 

a lacquered gloss. 

Patina is a feature to be examined 
with caution. Some figurine bells 
being reproduced are given a false 
coat of dark brown patina to simu- 
late age. This runs off like water 
if the bell is cleaned. A true patina 
that has formed over a long time 
will not dissolve so easily. ; 

Clappers may also give some in- 
dication of a figurine bell’s age. 
The best of the earlier figures often 
show two legs and feet as clappers. 
They are dainty and finished in ap- 
pearance. Occasionally modern por- 
trait bells are also found with feet 
for clappers, but invariably these 
are crudely executed. 

There are still other aspects of a 
portrait bell’s workmanship that re- 
veal whether it is an original or a 
reproduction. The original shows fin- 
er chiseling of the facial features, 
the hands, the hair-dress, and the 
ornamentation on the costume. 

Since, to ring it the portrait bell 
is grasped by the head, or the arms, 
or the waist, it is apt to show con- 
siderable usage. Yet even where 
details are worn, the quality of the 
original workmanship is apparent. 
Most, but not all, of the portrait 
bells being cast today are apt to 
show greater imperfection in facial 
features and less attention to de- 
tails. 

Many of these suggestions are of 
course more applicable in examining 
portrait bells of metal. However, dif- 
ficulties in distinguishing original 
ceramic bells do sometimes arise 
though, because of their fragility, 
there are relatively few to be found 
outside the museums—few, that is, 
compared to the number of original 
metal bells. 

Portraits in pottery, and this in- 
cludes bells, have been extensively 
made in most European countries 
from the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury. But it was in the 18th and 
19th centuries that figures reached 
their highest perfection in ceramic 
art. 

In Italy and Germany many of 
these were in richly hued majolica 
ware and represented religious per- 
sonages (see illustration). Appar- 
ently there has been little attention 
given to reproducing these particu- 
lar pieces. 

Portrait bells in France were 
produced in Quimper ware and in 
faience, the figures usually those of 
provincial characters. Reproductions 
of these are being made in both 
wares today. 

In fact there is such a demand 
for old Quimper that there has de- 
veloped in Brittany a considerable 
business of aging the modern pieces 
from their potteries by various se- 
cret processes. It is therefore ad- 
mittedly difficult to distinguish an 
original Quimper portrait bell from 
a reproduction. 

The best to be said is that occa- 
sionally one does find a genuinely 
old bell of this type, but it is almost 
always damaged. 

It is relatively simple, however, 
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to detect the French faience figur- 
ine bells being made today. The 
coloring is inartistic and the details 
of their costumes are merely paint- 
ed. On genuine old faience bells the 
details are sculptured, giving the 
bows, bonnets, baskets, et cetera, a 
realistic effect lacking on the faience 
figures of today.

elegantly enameling an unusually 
large gold plate, which was present- 
ed to the Prince of Wales. Ten 
firings were required to fuse the 
colors completely. The value of the 

gold plate was 3,000 rupees. 

The Jaipur enamelers were re- 
nowned not only for the purity of 
their colors, but also for the even- 
ness with which the enamels were 
applied. However, in this detail they 
did not equal the earlier enamelers 
in skill—chiefly because of the great 
size of works attempted. The medi- 





aeval craftsmen rarely attempted 
extremely large pieces; works of 
considerable size were’ generally 


built up by combining smaller pieces. 

The enameler began with the 
whites, and usually burned in each 
color separately, though two or more 
colors could be fused at one firing. 
The enamel was roughly pulverized 
in an iron mortar and more finely 
ground in a mortar of agate with a 
pestle of the same material; it was 
then made into a paste which was 
applied with a probe. 

As soon as a number of pieces of 
the same color were ready, the fur- 
nace—a very primitive construction 
of clay—was charged with charcoal. 
When the proper high temperature 
was reached, the ornaments were 
placed one by one on a piece of iron 
directly over the glowing coals, and 
the heat was maintained at a high 
degree for the length of time which 
experience had proved to be neces- 
sary for making permanent the par- 
ticular color. The white required 
about one minute, the red consider- 
ably less than a minute. 

The finished enamel was polished 
with kurand, or corundum. After be- 
ing polished, it was heated gently, 
and cleaned by rapidly immersing 
the enamel in a strong solution made 
from fruit. Each color—or group of 
colors — required similar care, and 
large specimens occasionally had to 
be fired many times. 

[t is evident that the cost of enam- 
eling has always been comparative- 
ly high, that no technique of this 
art is simple, and that really fine 
examples can never be executed by 
a speedy process.

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“Cobblestone” 
Houses Along 
Lake Ontario 
and Lake Erie 


By B. H. LEFFINGWELL 


At the Big Springs Historical So- 
ciety, Caledonia, N.Y., November 10, 
Carl F. Schmidt, architect of Roch- 
ester and Scottsville, gave an illus- 
trated lecture on the history and 
construction of the famous “Cobble- 
stone” houses. These are found in a 
60 to 80 mile radius along the west- 
ern end of Lake Ontario, in New 
York State, and in Ohio along the 
shores of Lake Erie. 

At the completion of the first

Erie Canal, from Buffalo to Albany, 
in 1824, tons of cut stone were avail- 
able for buildings. And many of the 
masons, who had worked for several 
years on the Canal, were unem- 
ployed. 

Wages for a stone-mason were $1 
per day for 10 hours work. It took 
about two years for one man to 
build a good cobblestone house. Thus 
the mason often lived and worked 
with the family for that period of 
time, until the house was completed. 

Rough stones from the fields were 
used for the actual foundation walls, 
from 15 to 20 inches thick. Tons of 
these stones were available all along 
the lake fronts. The stones were 
ground down and rounded by cen- 
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turies of the ice glacier which had 
engulfed this territory. They lay ex- 
posed, roughly, in a belt 10 miles 
along the lake, up to “The Ridge” 
which, presumably, was the original 
lake boundary. 

After the rough walls were up, 
then began the tedious and painstak- 
ing “facing” of the walls. This was 
done with cobblestones picked up by 
children, hauled to the site, and care- 
fully sorted and grouped into piles 
for color, size, and texture. 

Where the name “cobblestone,” so 
long associated with these houses, 
originated, is unknown today. It is 
certain that from about 1828 to 1860- 
66, building these houses was a 
widely practiced industry. 

While houses faced on the front 
or sides with smaller stones, or cov- 
ered with mortar and plaster facing, 
have been built in Southern France 
around Dieppe and in Europe and 
the East for centuries, the American 
work is entirely different. Visitors 
to this part of Western New York 
and Ohio are fascinated by the 
beauty of these old houses. 

While about 90% of the cobble- 
stone houses were built in a 60 to 
70 mile radius of Rochester, there 
are 15 or 20 in and near Canan- 
daigua. They are also found in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin. As people moved westward 
and needed houses, the masons 
moved with them and built those 
houses. 

Many record books, kept by the 
owners during construction of the 
houses, have been found, showing the 
cost of materials, labor, lumber, etc. 
Medina limestone blocks, left over 
from the first Erie Canal construc- 
tion, were largely used for the 
“quoins” or corner reinfarcements, 
as no examples have been found 
where the small stones continue on 
around the corners without these 
supporting blocks. Photo 1 shows 
these corner blocks. 

These houses were highly fire- 
proof from the outside, but many 
have been destroyed, due to chimney 
defects, in the past 100 years. In 
some cases the cobblestone facing 
has been covered up and hidden un- 
der modernization and additions. 

The first period (1828-35) saw the 
various sized and colored stones laid 
in more or less irregular horizontal 
lines, sometimes only on the front, or 
sides of a house, the back being plas- 
tered plain. 

In this period 214” to 3” diameter 
fieldstones, granite, and slate stones, 
rounded by being tumbled by the 
receding glacier and lake water 
movements, were laid in horizontal 
tiers. They were used rather in- 
discriminately as to color. Plain, flat 
plaster filled in the interstices. All 
work was done by hand. 

In the middle period (1835-1845) 
the stones became smaller, 144” to 
2%”. They were still set in horizon- 
tal rows. Very carefully selected 
stones were used. The space be- 
tween the rows became narrower, 
with a hand-formed, raised “ridge” 


between each row.

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The house walls were about 15” 
to 20” thick, the smaller “facing” 
stones being laid in horizontal rows 
of various patterns and sizes to 
form the final outer coating. The 
“ridge” between the rows of stones 
gave a beautiful “highlight” effect 
to the work, as the sun and shadows 
played on the stones and ridges. 

The third period, roughly 1845 to 
1860, saw the stones becoming 
smaller, 1” to 1%”, very carefully 
selected for color, tone, and texture. 
Weill rounded stones were favored. 
All were put in the wall very pains- 
takingly. 

The horizontal ridge, now formed 
by a V-shaped tool, produced very 
definite shadows. All stones used 
were not set flush into the wall, but 
were raised from 1” to 314”, depend- 
ing on size, giving a wonderful play 
of light and shadows, and color. 

Photo 1 shows how the stones were 
laid in close, horizontal rows, with 
the solid slab or block of limestone 
for corner strength. Here six tiers 
of cobblestones between each block 
bring it to the later period, but give 
an interesting close-up showing how 
the stones were set into the mortar, 


with the raised “ridge” separating 
the rows. 
Each mason seemed to use the 


number of stones and designs that 
best fitted the material available. 
Periods over-lap. And many pat- 
terns are to be found 

Photo 2 shows the front of a two- 
story grocery store at East Victor, 
N.Y. The front was trimmed with 
stone slabs. A fan-light shows in 
the attic. 

Photo 3 shows a two-story house 
with the corner limestone blocks 
and those used over the doors and 
windows — all solid cut stone. This 
house, west of Macedon, N.Y., exists 
and is occupied today, unchanged for 
over 100 years. 

Photo 4 is a_ one-story 
house near Williamson, N.Y 

A cobblestone house east of Pult- 
neyville, N.Y., done in the later or 
mid-Victorian period, shows the win- 
dows with pointed arches over each 
pair of tall French windows that 
reach from the floor up. This type 
is rarely found. Five rows of close- 
set horizontal stones run from each 
of the corner-stone blocks in = the 
manner shown in Photo 1. 

This house has five rows of tiny 
red stones alternating with one or 
two rows of white larger stones. In 
some houses the stones graduate, 
starting at bottom 4%” to 6” and 
getting smaller as the rows go up, 
until the top row stones would be 
only 114” to 2” in diameter. 

Modern workmen have attempted 
to duplicate the mortar used for 
these small stones, but the secret is 
lost. Even analysis of the material 
has not solved the mystery. 

Much of the lime was burned in 
home-made kilns during the winter, 
the workmen used the most suitable 
and handy stones; but time has 
proved they chose wisely and well. 
The ratio of limestone and sand was 
roughly one to six, or one to seven 
parts, each. 


school 
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While more houses remain today, 
many types of other buildings were 
constructed. Numerous small milk 
“smoke” and out-houses were built. 
Some fine public buildings are still 
existent. The majority of the work 
was done on houses in small towns, 
or farmhouses along the more tra- 
velled roads through the State. 

Searchers for these old buildings, 
however, are often astonished to find 
some hitherto unknown building of 
great beauty hidden away on a back 
road and in some woods. Only one 
five foot cobblestone wall remains 
in Western New York. This is on 
the Cox farm, Canawages road, near 
Scottsville, N.Y. 

Perhaps one of the most famous 
stone objects ever built in (1820- 
1824) America was the famous 
“aqueduct” that carried the first Erie 
Canal over the Genesee River, which 
passed north and south through Ro- 
chester, N.Y. 

This was widely visited by early 
travelers from New England, and 
foreign visitors of the day. It is 
shown on several of the old blue 
Staffordshire dishes of the 1835-40 
period. It was built of solid blocks 
of Medina limestone, granite, etc. 

The old Reynolds Arcade, now de- 
molished, was another early Ro- 
chester showplace, having the first 
“Arcade” right down through the 
middle, with a glass roof. For years 
this was a sort of social gathering 
spot. It led to the famous old Opera 
House on Corinthian Street where 
many of the leading actors of the 
day appeared. 

North of Elba, N.Y., there is a 
small settlement where several fine 
cobblestone houses, stores, lawyers’ 
offices, etc., still exist. And move- 
ment has been started to found a 
society to preserve the otd houses 
and make this the center of the 
society. It is thought about 300 
cobblestone houses and other build- 
ings are extant and are occupied 
today in Western New York. 

These old cobblestone buildings 
that remain are an example of Yan- 
kee ingenuity and skill, and Mr. 
Schmidt’s illustrated lectures before 
the many historical groups never 
fail to win wide praise and interest.

To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, THomas B. ATTER- 
BURY, of Pittsburg, in the county of Alle- 
gheny and State of Pennsylvania, have in- 
vented a new and useful Improvemeut in De- 
sign for the Manufacture of Glassware; and 
I do hereby declare the following to be a full, 
clear, and exact description thereof, reference 
being had to the accompanying drawing, illas- 
trating my invention. . 

My design is intended forthe ornamentation 
of glassware; and consists in producing in or 
on an article the representation of a fern, and 
also, when the article is a footed article, form- 
ing upon the foot the representation of a bird’s 
leg and claw, the feathered portion of theclaw 
having a unity of design with the fern which 
ornaments the body or bowl of the article. 

In thedrawing, A indicates a bowl, provided 
with a foot, B, the bowl having formed there- 
on in relief a series of ferns, a a, which may be 
separated by prisms a’. Extended from the 
bowl A over the foot B are a series of bird- 


claws, b, clasping the balls 5’. That portion 
of the leg or claw above the foot, and which 
is formed upon bow! A, is feathered, as at 0’, 
to correspond in design with the ferns a. 

I do not design to limit my desiga to a fern 
of the character shown, as the same esthetic 
effect may be produced by a fern of a different 
class, or even by @ proper arrangement of 
feathers. 

What I claim, and desire to secure as a de- 
sign for glassware, is— 

1, The fern-pattern, substantially as shown 
and described. 

2. In combination with the fern-pattern 
upon the bowl, the bird-claw foot, substan- 
tially as shown and described.

Last month I discussed some of 


, the more interesting products of the 


White House Factory of Atterbury 
& Co. in the early 1870’s. Now we 
shall look at the picture presented 
by the Atterbury & Co. catalog for 
1881 along with supplemental in- 
formation from patent records. 


Among the surprises that meet 
the eye in the 1881 catalog are the 
“Atterbury Patent Fern and Lily 
Sets.” The most surprising thing is 
not their beauty, nor their low pric- 
es, but the fact that their creator 
and their original names were for- 
gotten in the space of one genera- 
tion. 


The Fern pattern was patented 
by Thomas Atterbury in June, 1876, 
for 3% years. Mrs. Kamm (Book 38) 
called it Crossed Ferns, and similar 
names were used by _ subsequent 
writers. Belknap (Milk Glass p. 239) 
modified the name to Crossed Fern- 
Ball and Claw. This is a most de- 
scriptive name and there would be 
no point in going back to the or- 
iginal name. We can—and should— 
however, give credit for it to Thom- 
as Atterbury. 


The patentee referred to this de- 
sign as “the representation of a 
fern, and also, when the article is 
a footed article, forming upon the 
foot the representation of a bird’s 
leg and claw, the feathered portion 
of the claw having a unity of design 
with the fern which ornaments the 
body or bowl of the article.” 


Atterbury also was re- 
sponsible for the Crossed Fern 
shown in Lee, Early American 
Pressed Glass, Plate 190, and in 
Belknap, page 140. The “Comport” 
(compote) in this pattern, in five 
sizes, ranging in width from four 
inches to eight inches, was adver- 
tised in the 1881 catalog. 


The Lily Pattern was called Sun- 
flower by Mrs. Lee (Early Ameri- 
can Pressed Glass, Plate 108), and 
subsequent writers have adhered to 
that name, (see illustration). 


The Fern and Lily patterns were 
advertised in three-piece sets (cov- 
ered sugar bowl, creamer, and spoon 
holder) in opal or crystal at $7 per 
dozen sets. The only other item 
listed in these patterns (in the cata- 
log and in a supplemental circular) 
was a Fern butter dish and cover 
(called a butter drainer and cover), 
at $3.50 per dozen.

The conspicuous absence of data 
on the origin of these pattern wares 
in the books on glass-ware indi- 
cates that information on the Atter- 
burys and their glass-ware is long 
overdue. One of the sad commen- 
taries on our recent forbears was 
their failure to preserve the trade 
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Bird-and-Wheat mug. 
—From author’s collection 





catalogs that would have provided 
us with a less fragmentary record 
of the past and thus greatly sim- 
plified the task of the historian. 

Pictured in the 1881 catalog under 
“Atterbury’s Patent Opal Ware” 
are four popular articles, now us- 
ually called platters. Their whole- 
sale price in those “good old days” 
was only $3 a dozen. Two of these— 
The Rock of Ages and The Three 
Graces—are worthy of a separate 
story. The other two are: 

1. Fish Bread Plate (or dessert 
plate). This item is larger and dif- 
fers considerably from the Fish 
Pickle Dish, which was patented by 
the Atterburys in 1872 as Design 
Patent 5,900 (See Millard, Opaque 
Glass, Plates 67 and 68). 

2. Continental Bread Plate (pat- 
ented July 6, 1875). The word con- 
tinental (for some unexplained rea- 
son) appears on the plate, as ad- 
vertised in 1881, above the design 
of the “Centennial Building at 
Philadelphia,” but it is not on the 
patent drawing. 

Perhaps this word was added be- 
fore any of these bread plates were 
produced. Below the design of the 
Centennial Building are the dates 
1776 and 1876. 

The text of the patent states in 
part: “Impressions of letters are 
made in the glass on the under side 
. . . so that to the eye near one 
edge of the dish the words ‘Give us 
this day’ will be presented, while 
on the opposite side or edge the 
words ‘Our daily bread’ will also 
appear.” me 

The unusual handles consist of a 
human hand with fingers clasped 
around a baton. 

Mugs of flint glass and glass of 
assorted colors, with a _ Bird-and- 
Wheat design in exquisite detail, 
were pictured and listed in various 
sizes at from 30 to 75 cents a doz- 
en (see photograph). The shaving 
mug is pictured with a vertical par- 
tition in the center. Another item 
of special interest in the 1881 cata- 
log is a white Crucifix Candle Hold- 
er with a vine design on a cone- 
shaped base. Directly above the de- 
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sign of Jesus on the Cross is the 
inscription IN RI.* 


The dish. now known as Double 
Hands With Grapes is another col- 
lectors’ item shown in the Atterbury 
& Co. catalog for 1881. It was listed 
as a Dual Hand Pickle or Card 
Holder in assorted colors (opal, pink, 
and amber) at $1.50 a dozen. 

The design patent (No. 8,585) for 
this dish was obtained by George E. 
Hatch in August, 1875. He called 
it a Glass Fruit-Dish and assigned 
it on issue to the New England Glass 
Company, East Cambridge, Mass. 

Presumably that Company pro- 
duced the first of these dishes- The 
design patent, however, expired in 
3% years. By 1881—and perhaps by 
1879 or earlier—it was one of the 
many glass-ware items available 
from Atterbury & Co.

Above the bottom A is a plain interior sur- 
face, B, of oval form, which constitutes a 
portion of the dish on all sides, and it pro- 
jects outward and upward from said bottom 
A, and is ornamented alternately “verits outer 
surface with circular clusters ofdiamond forms, 
as at j, aad with parallelogram forms, as at &,- 
touching each other, as shown. These orna- 
mentations, like those previously described, 
are made in the exterior surface of the glass, 
and show through it to the eye of the ob- 
server. 

Extending outwardly and upward beyond 
the part B is the circumferential portion D, 
which completes the capacity of the dish. Im- 
pressions of letters are made in the glass on 
the under side of this part D, so that to the 
eye near one edge of thedish the words * Give 
us this day” will be presented, while on the 
opposite side or edge the words “ Our daily 
bread” will also appear. At E and FE’ are 
handles of the coutiguration, as shown in the 
photograph, consisting of a human hand, hav- 
ing its rear portion united to the circumteren- 
tial part D, as shown, and with the fingers 
grasped around a baton, the knobs é of which 
may be either plain or made with ornamental 
square figures upon their surface.

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Old Glass Paperweights 
The Ultra-Violet Light 


In writing about paperweights I 
have, on occasion, made reference 
to the use of ultra-violet light. One 
also sees occasional reference to the 
use of the light in paperweight auc- 
tion catalogs such as those of Soth- 
eby & Co. 

My correspondence contains suf- 
ficient inquiries regarding the use 
of the light to indicate, in some 
quarters, more than casual interest 
in its use. I am therefore persuaded 
to tell you what I know about it. 

My first exposure to the light 
was at the hands of my “teacher,” 
Dan Quattlebaum, to whom I pre- 
viously have made reference in these 
columns. He had constructed a light 
himself many years ago when such 
lights were not generally commerc- 
ially available. 

Under its rays lead content glass 
glowed with a lovely opalescence. 
Non-lead glass showed a rather dull 
appearance. Additionally the test 
was, in broad terms, quantitative 
as well as qualitative, for there was 
more of a glow to high content lead 
glass than to that of low content. 

By the time I was introduced to 
its use such lights were available 
in the stores so I bought one. For 
several years I carried it with me 
and used it extensively. Not only 
was it effective in determining the 
difference between crown and lead 
glass, but it also revealed damage. 

It soon became apparent, however, 
that it only served to confirm, be- 
cause, with experience it became pos- 
sible for me to «distinguish good 
glass from poor by appearance and 
“heft.” 

Then a magazine article was 
called to my attention in which the 
contention was made that, under the 
ultra-violet light, the crown metal 
of various: weight makers showed 
differences in color. Thus, St. Louis 
was a peach color, Baccarat pale 
lavender, and Clichy lime-green. My 
light, even with the help of a most 
fertile imagination, didn’t show these 
differences. 

So I took my light and a number 
of weights to a manufacturer of 
lights and explained the problem. 
He said I probably was using a 
short-wave ultra-violet light and 
that glass was opaque to such light. 
All you get is a surface reflection. 

Sure enough, my light was a 
short-wave version. We then took 
my weights into a dark room and 
turned on a long-wave light. Lo, 
and behold! The colors, about as 
described, appeared. 

The source of the light was a 
rather large fixture attached to the 
ceiling. This, I learned, was a 100 
watt lamp designed for use in food

processing plants and the operating 
areas of hospitals to kill air-borne 
bacteria. It was far too large for 
the purpose I had in mind. 

We then. tried small lamps from 
five watts to 30 watts. The smaller 
lamps showed the same colors but 
with less intensity. Comparison re- 
vealed that a 15 watt lamp was 
quite effective and was small enough 
to be manageable. 

My short-wave light is strictly 
portable. It is only 10% inches long 
and is shown in Illustration No. 1. 
The long-wave light is shown in 
Illustration No. 2. 1t is 18 inches 
long. I built a box in which to 
house it which I lined with black 
velvet. 

I find that ultra-violet light 
(sometimes referred to as “black 
light”) is an interesting tool, but 
it has its limitations. It cannot be 
considered as an absolute gauge. It 
is not infallible. 

True, colors do show up in the 
crown metal, but even in weights 
from the same factory they vary 
greatly in intensity. This is under- 
standable. A batch of glass is made 
up of a mixture of different in- 
organic chemicals or minerals. The 
proportions vary. 

Then too, there are contaminants 
—elements not wanted but present 
in residual amounts. All these vari- 


ants are bound to cause variations 
in the reactions one gets. 

Where I have found the light of 
greatest help is in establishing the 
identity of sulphide or flower 
weights. The identity of millefiori 
weights usually is easily established. 
This is not the case with flowers 
and sulphides which are not associ- 
ated with millefiori set-ups. 

I am aware that there are those 
who contend they can determine the 
identity of a flower weight by the 
color of the green in the leaves, 
or by the veining, or serrated edges 
of the leaves. A person can make 
some good guesses in this way, and 
can be correct in a large percentage 
of the cases. 

But there also are cases where it 
is just a good guess between two 
possible makers. The light is of 
great value here. I have a flower 
weight which I bought as Baccarat, 
which, under the light, proves to be 
Clichy. I have a sulphide which I 
bought as a Clichy, which turns 
out to be St. Louis. 

There is one area where the light 
can be used and will prove to be an 
invaluable and an_ infallible tool. 
That is to separate the antique from 
the newly manufactured weights. 

I am certain the Baccarat and 
St. Louis factories, in undertaking 
to make weights recently, did not 
do so with the expectation of de- 
ceiving anyone. Yet their products 
have been used to bilk unsuspecting 
buyers. 

I have seen weights of recent 
manufacture which the owners 
bought at large prices under the 
impression that they were antiques. 
It is doubtful if any such buyer 
would have a long-wave light avail- 
able. But if they do have there 
would be no reason for them to be 
gypped even if they were unable to 
tell the new from the old by visual 
examination. 

I have placed quite a few of the 
new weights of these two makers un- 
der the light. They all show up a bril- 
liant but pale opalescent blue. No 
such color shows up in any of the 
old weights of these two makers. 
Old White Friars weights are a 
cloudy pinkish-grey. New ones, even 
bearing the date 1848, are a very 
clear sea-green. 

Those of you who have read other 
articles on the use of ultra-violet 
light may have noted my avoidance 
of the use of the word “fluores- 
cence.” Some writers, in referring 
to these colors, call it a “fluores- 
cence.” 

I believe this to be incorrect. 
Fluorescence, per se, is the property 
which some minerals have of emitt- 
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ing light when excited by some ex- 
ternal influence. The colors to which 
we refer are not an emission. 

Sometimes, when subjecting a 
weight to ultra-violet light, some of 
the elements in the design, usually 
a yellow or a green, actually will 
fluoresce. Subject a Clichy mille- 
fiori to the light and you are al- 
most certain to have some of the 
set-ups emit light. That will be 
fluorescence. 

Entering now into a_ discussion 
of colors I have observed in particu- 
lar weights, we will consider St. 
Louis. This color is very distinctive 
—being a rich peach color. It varies 
from a rather pale intensity to a 
very rich, deep tone. 

Old Baccarat weights are almost 
the same shade but generally are 
paler. However, between the rich- 
est of the Baccarat and the paler 
of the St. Louis there is little to 
choose. They are practically the 
same. 

The more common Baccarat pansy 
is a dull, cloudy, greyish-blue. I was 
informed some time ago that this 
particular Baccarat pansy is not 
very old, having been made in the 
early part of this century. 

I repeat this observation advisedly 
because I have not had it confirmed 
from another source. Certainly the 
fact that there is such a difference 
in the color of the metal suggests 
that they are of a vintage different 
from the older weights. 

As previously noted, the modern 
weights of these two houses are a 


pale blue. 
Clichy weights show up with two 
colors but they are similar. One 


shade is a pale lime-green, while 
the other is equally pale but has 
a slight yellowish tinge. I do not 
know which is the older. 

Crossing the channel to England, 
I do not have a weight definitely 
attributable to Stourbridge so have 
no reading on weights of that make. 
Old White Friars have a very cloudy 
pinkish-grey. The new White Friars 
are a very clear but pale sea-green. 
I have not checked many of the 
new ones. 

Bacchus weishts are a pale green- 
ish-yellow while Islington are also 
a pale but cloudy greenish-yellow. 
Seen side-by-side the Islington are 
slightly greyish. Bristol weights are 
pale blue. 

Crossing the big pond to America 
we find South Jersey weights are 
a bright lemon-yellow. Somerville 
weights also are yellow, but paler. 
Mt. Washington weigitts are a very 
clear and limpid pale blue. 

Sandwich weights are of two dis- 
tinct colors. The early weights 
show a very pale coloring which 
can best be described as a pinkish- 
yellow—almost a champagne color. 
Later Sandwich, of about the. period 
of Nicholas Lutz, are quite yellow 
but not of the same shade as either 
South Jersey or Somerville. All 
of the poinsettias which I have 
checked are of this shade of yel- 


low.

New England Glass Co. also are 
quite pale but lean more to a green- 
ish blue. Gilliland are almost the 
same color as the early Sandwich. 
Under the light they can scarcely 
be told apart. 

If these rather vague color des- 
criptions have left you somewhat 
bewildered it only serves to empha- 
size my earlier implication that use 
of the light is far from an exact 
science. It should NEVER be used 
to examine a weight without using 
a check weight of known make for 
comparison. Even then the compari- 
son may not be absolute because 
of the variations cf the mixtures 
of the various batches. 

While I have discussed ultra- 
violet and its application to paper- 
weight identification, there are 
other uses to which it can be put 
to good effect by dealers or col- 
lectors. 

A dealer on Cape Cod showed me 
a chest of drawers which, to me, 
looked perfect, but when he put the 
black light on it at least a dozen 
places appeared where the chest had 
been repaired. The demonstration 
was quite startling. 

If you are going to use ultra- 
violet light it must be in a dark 
room.

OBITUARY 


A LIFE INSPIRED BY 
THE GOOD HEART— 
ANTHONY L. MARESH

Friends and Dear Ones: 


Gathered here at this hour to pay 
our respects and express our affec- 
tion for ANTHONY L. MARESH, it 
seems almost unrealistic that this 
distinguished senior citizen of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, this nationally and inter- 
nationally known expert on Lincoln, 
this man of variec talents in a high 
degree, should be our. ciose friend. 
And yet that is what he has been 
to us. His was a iife inspired 
by the good heart. 

Birthdays seemed to have had an 
added significance for him and over 
the years they were the occasion for 
Antnony Maresh to do something 
special for his own birthday, Octo- 
ber the second some kind and 
noble deed. 

He was born 83 years ago in the 
heart of the then Czech community 
in Cleveland. His mother, Josephine 
Rybnicek Maresh, whom he definitely 
resembled, was a beautiful woman 
who carried herself with a friendly 
air of nobility. His father, Matthew 
Maresh, was a valued member of 
the detective force of Cleveland. He 
was a violinist, too; but his general 
love of music far surpassed his 
prowess with the bow. 

So it was that at the age of 8, 
little Anthony was busied in master- 
ing the niano. His enthusiasm for 
music did not stop with studying 
the compositions of the masters. He 
was intrigued with the art of com- 
posing and arranging. At 17 he 
directed Hruby’s Great Western 


Band of 100 pieces in Gray’s Armory 
as it played one of his own com- 
positions. 

Had Anthony L. Maresh done 
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nothing rcore in his lifetime than 
compose the waitz “Life Is But A 
Dream,” he would have been famous 
for that alone. It hit the million 
mark in sales. 

Were it today and a recording, 
he would be presented with the “gold 
record.” As it was, there were 
royalties from phonograph records 
and from piano rolls. 

It was that long ago and he was 
still a very young man. He has 
written and arranged over 150 tunes. 

It was also in his 17th year that 
his father took him to the World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1898. It was 
there that Anthony L. Maresh had 
an experience which was to become 
omega a passion for the rest of his 
ays. 

oT couldn’t tear myself away — 
the Lincoln exhibit,” he recalled in 
later years. He became engrossed 
in a collection of belongings of the 
Great Emancipator, including the 
coat which Lincoln was wearing ‘on 
that fatal April night in Ford’s 
Theatre. 

Mr. Maresh became an ardent 
student of Lincolniana and a discern- 
ing collector of national and even 
His was one 
of the largest and finest collections 
of Lincoln relics in’ the country. It 
was rated among the top 10 and 
contained 1590 volumes of books, 
historica! documents, mementos, 
curios, and other items carefully 
gathered over a lifetime. 

To one so fascinated with preserv- 
ing relics of the immortal Lincoln, 
can you imagine the thrill of pur- 
chasing a memorial pamphlet and 
finding, tucked inside, an original 
Brady photograph of Lincoln made 
in Washington a year or so before 
his death? Imagine, too, the feel- 
ing of getting for one’s very own, 
in another Cooper Square book shop, 
a Franklin’s edition of Aesop’s 
Fables — the kind which Abe Lin- 
coln poured over in the light from 
his mother’s fireside — and for 75c 
only. Think of securing a Volk’s 
life mask made a month before Lin- 
coln was nominated for President in 
Chicago! 

In his long quest Mr. Maresh 
traveled many hundreds of miles and 
talked with hundreds — including 
some of Lincoln’s’ law partners. As 
Mr. Maresh himself put it, “with 
most of the people who knew him.” 

Over the years, since the early 
1920s, as president of The Lincoln 
Association of Ohio, which includes. 
many prominent Clevelanders in its 
membership, Mr. Maresh presided at 
the old Wedell House programs. 
marking the anniversaries. 

In 1938 he arranged a one and a 
quarter hour broadcast from the 
Lincoln Shrine Room there over 
WCLIk. This was the room in which 
Lineco’n stayed on February 15, 1861, 
en rou‘e to Washington from Spring- 


field, Ill. 
Mr. Maresh played on the old har- 
monium — the same one Lincoln 


listened to. It later became Mr. 

Maresh’s very own. As I recall, I 

was told that it was a national hook-

up as I finished a part which I 
was privileged to do on that pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Maresh was as individualistic 
in his touch of the keys, as he was 
himself. He had played for five 
Presidents of the United States, and 
for Tomas Garrigue Masaryk, the 
first president of Czechoslovakia as 
a free republic. But he was just 
as generous with his talent to those 
who knew him simply as a neighbor 
or an old friend. 

\t 3303 East 55th Street, where 
he operated the Maresh Piano Com- 
pany, opened in 1906, he sold pianos 
to three generations. It was at 
once a musical, political, and foreign 
group center. 

Among the 85 pianos there, it 
was not unusual for genial Mr. 
Maresh to sit down upon occasions 
at the fine old piano and with head 
lifted, fingers crashing into the bars 
of a stirring march, he became a 
king. He had a wide political fol- 
lowing although he himself was not 
an office seeker. To such he was 
firm in his admonition: ‘We can 
and must go back to the old- 
fashioned, rugged honesty of Lin- 
coln.” 

“Tony” Maresh, as he was known 
to many, was the Broadway-East 
55th area’s oldest businessman in 
length of time. By 1951 he had sold 
over 10,000 pianos. “The piano is 
the basic instrument,” he would ex- 
plain. 

And well he might, for it was the 
compelling force in his own life. 
It was on a trip to the Laffargue 
Piano Company in New York City 
that he met the unusually lovely 
Julia Lier Maresh, whom he married 
there on June 3, 1914. She was the 
talented sister of the wholesaler, Mr. 
Octavec, from whom Anthony 
Maresh went to purchase pianos. 

The joyous years that followed 
were marred only by the tragedy of 
the loss of their elder son, Tony 
Maresh, Jr., suddenly in June of 1958 
at the age of 42. The retirement of 
Mr. Maresh, Sr., was supposed to 
have started years before when he 
changed the name of the Company 
to Maresh & Son Piano Co. but he 
had continued to be active. 

Then, on the morning of February 
11th of this year, Tony’s beloved 
“Julie” slipped away into eternity. 
The saddest Lincoln’s Birthday Mr. 
Maresh experienced was the day the 


paper printed the obituary of Julie . 


Lier Maresh as the Czech singer and 
dramatic artist. 

It was also the first Lincoln’s 
Birthday in 35 years that there was 
no public appearance by Anthony 
L. Maresh, dean of Cleveland’s Lin- 
coln orators. The press commented. 
He had lectured in 500 speeches to 
school, social, and church groups. Be- 
cause of severe arthritis he was 


forced to abandon this tradition. 

Perhaps because he himself was 
a successful teacher of music, Mr. 
Maresh was devoted to the May- 
flower School Alumni group. 


He 
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was its loved and perennial presi- 
dent for decades. 

This is the school that was at- 
tended by John D. Rockefeller who 
married his schoolmate, Laura Spel- 
man. Mr. Maresh recalled the open- 
ing of the original two-room wooden 
building. This year he was not able 
to be with the group of old-timers, 
but he sent an orchid for the lady 
who would come from farthest away 
to attend. She was from Mantua, 
Ohio. 

Mr. Maresh’s kindness was quietly 
known to many, including the father 
of the boy for whose operation Mr. 
Maresh paid in order that vision 
might be restored to him; and the 
aged grandfather whom he person- 
ally took care of as a boy and young 
man. There are others too numerous 
to mention. The Lincoln influence. 

“There is nothing of value unless 
we share it with others,’ was Mr. 
Maresh’s belief. At the Western 
Reserve Historical Society you will 
be able to share in the enjoyment 
of his famed collection. 

Mr. Maresh received letters from 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge, Hoov- 
er, and Franklin D. Roosevelt com- 
mending his work in promoting the 
spirit of Lincoln. 

For his lifetime devotion to this 
cause, Anthony L. Maresh was hon- 
ored with many citations. Notable 
among them was that conferred by 
Lincoln Memorial University in 
Cumberland, Tenn., a diploma of 
honor “in recognition of  dis- 
tinguished service in the field of 
Lincolniana in the interpretation of 
the life. deeds, and immortality of 
Lincoln.” 


“Lincoln will never die,” was Mr. 
Maresh’s conviction. “Lincoln cannot 
be compared with any other man 
. . . no other American is so close 
to the hearts of the people... 
his Gettysburg address will live until 
languages are dead and lips are 
dust.” 


With forward looking regard, Mr. 
Maresh, for his 69th birthday, was 
arranging for “our younger people 
of Bohemian and Slovak ancestry, 
albums of folk songs in English, 
as well as in foreign tongues, so 
those beautiful songs will not be 
lost entirely to the present and com- 
ing generations. 

“They are the songs our mothers 
taught us.” he added, “I don’t know 
whether the albums will pay, but it 
was something I wanted to do for 
this generation . . . to preserve 
the beautiful tunes that delighted 
our forefathers.” 

On his 80th birthday Mr. Maresh 
said, “There is so much to do and 
time passes so rapidly.” 

He was a past president of the 
Music Merchants Association of Ohio 
and of the Cleveland Music Trades 
Association. He was a prominent 
member of Knights of Pythias, 
Polacky Lodge No. 317, and of the 
Bohemian Old Settlers. 

For the departed members of these 
organizations and for many others, 
Mr. Maresh was a eulogist of dis- 
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tinction. Scarcely a week went by 
that he was not called upon to di:- 
course with his inimitable fervor ar1 
sympathy. 

Anthony L. Maresh is survived by 
a splendid son, Dr. Matthew 1. 
Maresh, and two_ grandchildre: , 
Valerie Ann, daughter of his denti: + 
son, and Anthony L. Maresh III, th: 
son of the late Tony Maresh, J. 
He also. leaves two devotel 
daughters-in-law, Mrs. Mildrei 
Maresh and Mrs. Vera Maresh. 

In writing a little memorial i1 
1933 for February 12th, Mr. Mares. 
wrote of the 16th President: 


sd . Lincoln knew no malice 


knew no envy, knew no glory, bu 
loved his fellow man,—great enoug! 
to forgive not only his enemies, bu 
the wrong they had done him. H 
belonged to no church. In 183 
when elected to the Illinois Legis 
lature, he was living near Ney 
Salem, a community noted for it: 
free thinkers with whom he inti 
mately associated ...I am sorry t 
say he did not like music and neve 
seemed enthused when bands played. 
His works, however, reveal the music 
in his soul.” 


So it might be said of Anthony 
L. Maresh himself: 


“His works reveal the music in 
his soul.” We hear again the almost 
mesmerically beautiful strains of 
“Life Is But A Dream,” his own 
composition of phenomenal appeal. 

We take one more last look in 
parting. His handsome face is no 
longer fluid with expression, and 
flushed with the play of thoughts. 
Yet even in its immobility it seems 
to bear a remarkable resemblance 
to the Volk life mask of Lincoln 
as Mr. Maresh was _ photographed 
holding it in 1933 -.for Lincoln’s 
Birthday. We behold in Mr. Maresh 
a nobility of character that gives 
splendor to the features. 


We shall miss Anthony L. Maresh 
from our midst. But let us learn to 
bear the physical disappearance of 
those we were wont to love without 
bitterness in their passing. The 
storms of yesterday have given way 
to the great peace of today — to 
the quiet snows strewn with dia- 
monds in the sunlight. 

That mystery of the universe 
which does not permit a single part 
of any atom to be permanently des- 
troyed preserves also all that is 
good and great. 

The ptarmigan of the North has 
now become cloaked in feathers of 
snow-white — as its surroundings. 
Its would-be destroyers would have 
spied it easily in its summer colors. 
So does the protecting hand reach 
out to all. 


Because Mr. Maresh was so deeply 
touched by James Whitcomb Riley’s 
poem with which his adored Julie 
closed many a eulogy to comfort 
the sorrowing, it seems altogether 
fitting that as we repeat these fa- 
vorite lines, we endeavor to believe 
them, for Anthony L. Maresh must 
be just away; he would not leave us: 
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“IT cannot say, and will not say 
That he is dead—he is just away! 
With a cheery smile and a wave of 
hand 

He has wandered into an unknown 
land 

And left us dreaming how very fair 
I; needs must be since he lingers 


there.

In the love of There as the love of

The Rev. Harlan B. Kishpaugh, 
Noted Record Collector, Dies 
HOBBIES readers will learn with 
»yrofound regret of the death of 
the Rev. Harlan B. Kishpaugh, who 
succumbed to a heart attack on Sun., 
Jecember 18, 1960, at his home in 
Ames, N. Y. 
Mr. Kishpaugh was one of the 
yest known American record collec- 
tors and had amassed a huge col- 
ection of old phonographs as well 
as many thousands of discs and cyl- 
inders. Perhaps his most outstand- 
ing achievement in record collecting 
occurred a few years ago when he 
discovered a previously unknown 
record by Ernestine Schumann- 

Heink. 
A stocky man with black hair 
and a never-failing sense of humor, 
he was born in Edgeley, N. D., the 
son of the Rev. and Mrs. Hampton 
Kishpaugh. He and his wife, who 
was Miss Grace McGilvery, of Minn- 
esota, were active for many years 
in social work in the Southern States 
before he went into the Methodist 
ministry some 20 years ago. During 
the past decade he had served as 
pastor of Methodist churches in the 
upstate New York communities of 
Cornwallville, Olive Bridge and 
Summit and, at his death was pas- 
tor of churches at Ames and Sprout 
Brook. He was 58. 
For several years Mr. Kishpaugh 
had a radio program, “Melodies 
From the Attic,” over ,, Station 
WTRY. He also organized a series 
of annual meetings of recording 
artists and record collectors. The 
February, 1960, HOBBIES shows on 
page 35 a photograph of Mr. Kish- 
paugh, taken at one of these meet- 
ings. The date was October, 1959, 
instead of 1958, as printed. 
I regarded Harlan Kishpaugh, who 
visited me several times in Virginia, 
as one of my dearest friends, and 
I am sure the HOBBIES fellowship 
joins me in extending deepest sym- 
pathy to his devoted wife.

The first thing anyone does when a 
new catalog comes out, is to compare 
prices, especially of the well known rari- 
ties with prices in previous editions. Of 
course, the new collector probably is 
not so much interested in this however. 
With precancels it is different than with 
straight U.S. stamps. When you collect 
straight U.S., either mint or used, there 
is little chance to find a $50 or even a 
$5 stamp in a mixture or accumulation 
for that matter. But it is different with 
Bureau Precancels. Here you still have 
the opportunity to make some real finds, 
especially if you have an accumulation, 
no matter how small the lot may be, 
provided no one has previously picked 
the lot over. 

Let’s see what some of the rarities 
did! The Experimental Bureaus which 
are all in a class by themselves, were 
almost all increased in price. The much 
publicized 6c New Orleans advanced a 
full $100, and is now priced at $500. 
Most Springfield Experimentals increased 
from $5 up, but the 1lc was raised from 
$150 to $175. Finally these rarities do 
come into their own. There never was 
a supply and the only time some of 
them do come on the market, is when an 
old-time collection is broken up. How- 
ever, most collections do not have these 
Experimental Bureaus. 

Probably the best known rarities are 
the Liberty, Mo., large Old Type coils, 
because they have received plenty of 
publicity in the philatelic press. The ic 
shows a modest increase of $25, while 
its famous counterpart, the 14c made a 
nice jump of $100, and now catalogs at 
$850. The only known pairs of these two 
coils, remained ai the old figure. 

The Batavia, Ill., 14%c B52, compound 
perforation, advanced $50. Just recently 
at a Kansas City auction, this stamp 
sold for $250 to a well known precancel 
dealer. We consider that price a real 
bargain, considering the new catalog 
price.

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The 2c Sheboygan coil in the large Old 
Type, rare on account of the post office 
robbery while this stamp was still cur- 
rent, was raised from $75 to $100. 

The Tonawanda, N. Y., 1%c_ sheet 
stamp shows a modest increase of only 
$10, but the 14%c coil advanced $50, and 
is now priced at $200. The pair of the 
same coil, did even better and is now 
priced at $500. 

Since there are several hundred Bu- 
reau Precancels showing price increases, 
it is impossible to name them all in 
space alotted to us here, The fact is, 
even with the price increases it will be 
hard to pick up many of the rare and 
scarce Bureaus. There just is no stock,

This farthing, originally meaning 
“fourth of a penny” reminds us of 
our own long standing, but now fad- 
ing “two bits,” “four bits,” “six 
bits,” etce., that carried over from 
the days when the old Spanish piec- 
es-of-eight were cut into bits for 
change. 

We do not look forward to the 
day when further inflation will make 
our dollar lower its stature still far- 
ther.

Some ultra-modern engineers of 
solar energy recently took a careful 
look backward at the very effective 
use of solar energy in Americana. 


“With attention today centered on 


electronic gadgets we may easily 
forget the much greater use of 
solar heat in earlier days. 

The “windbreak” of pioneer Amer- 
icana was a major insulation device 
warding off the cutting cold winds 
from the wide expanse of sunshine 
in the “clearing” about the home- 
stead. Few electronic gadgets of to- 
day gather solar energy from so 
wide an area as the old “clearing.”

Lin- 
coln soon faced what might be called 
a “Kitanga“ problem, of the right 
of new states to secede. 

A lot of water has gone over Nia- 
gara Falls since Lincoln’s day. In 
place of the old “democracy” of his 
day we have representative govern- 
ment in which we vote for strangers 
to do strange things. Each of us has 
become a punch card for electronic 


‘ computers on the Potomac, The Big 


Daddy in Washington must see that 
each of us gets our allowance, re- 
gardless of incompetence or misfor- 
tune. Added to that is the American 
attitude of many today that we are 
the only people smart enough to run 
the whole world properly, Everything 
considered, we wonder if a smart 
fellow like Abe Lincoln would take 
the job today.

For many years coins have been 
rising in price and a good many col- 
lectors have been wondering and 
waiting for the rise to stop with the 
hope of buying coins for their col- 
lections more reasonably. ' 

The rise of desirable coins and 
rarities, not speculative issues, has 
now been going on without any inter- 
ruption for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. There is no end in sight, even 
though we seem to have entered a 
recession of sorts. _ 

Catalogs issued each year giving 
values of coins have been criticized 
for the increases they have shown. 
But the rise still goes on, and as 
has developed with those coins in 
greatest demand, prices almost im- 
mediately are above catalog values 
even when the book comes out. 

While guide books endeavor to be 
conservative, being afraid they will 
cause values to get too high too rapid- 
ly, the market simply does not seem 
to consider this at all. Real rarities, 
key coins, and those in top demand 
today bring nearly any price, regard- 
less of catalog values. 

If held a couple of years, these 
coins again sell for new record highs. 
If you have a really popular rarity 
and want to sell it, all you have 
to do is name your price—you’ll 
get it. 

An 1804 silver dollar recently was 
offered in New York at Auction. It’s 
interesting to note the prices previ- 
ous sales of this rare and desirable 
item have brought. 

In 1946 the Stickney specimen sold 
for $10,500. In 1947 the Idler speci- 
men (a restrike) sold for $3,125. In 
1950 the Dexter specimen (original) 
sold for $10,000. In 1954 the Davis 
Hale restrike sold for $8,000. 

We estimated the original, recently 
sold, would bring $25,000. What did 
it bring $28,000! A lot of money for 
one coin? I don’t think so. 

Consider what outstanding rarities 
in paintings bring. A quarter of a 
million? A hundred thousand? These 
are prices which someday may be 
reached by rare coins! 

Values of stamps, formerly much 
higher than coins are now either 
equalled or exceeded. A comparable 
rarity, the 10¢ stamp of 1847 eat- 
alogs at $300. It sells for from $200 
to $250, in excellent condition. 

An 1856 Eagle cent catalogs at $840 
and sells right up there. It should

As 
interest continues to increase, coin 
values are bound to rise. 

Confidence in this theory has en- 
couraged many numismatist experts 
to acquire as many of the “key” 
coins as they can, being certain these 
will rise in value. This is one of the 
reasons there is so little regard for 
current catalog values. When a rarity 
is offered it is snapped up at any 
price. 

This is not the case with all coins, 
only those that are the perfect spe- 
cimens, of the greatest rarity—in 
greatest demand. 

In a most recent Auction sale a 
check of prices realized indicated that 
almost all desirable proofs and un- 
circulated coins brought nearly full 
catalog, or within 10% to 20% of 
catalog. 

In some sections values brought 
over catalog. If this is an indication 
of what is to come, next year’s cat- 
alog, no matter how conservative, 
must show very large increases in 
values. This is going on when specu- 
lative issues and business asa whole 
show tendencies toward declining.

I. Historical Sources and the 
Sciences of Documents 


There is nothing which unites the 
life of a country more than its his- 
tory and its past. The past is not a 
dead thing, it penetrates everyday 
life, and, connected with the pres- 
ent, works to form 2 certain soul 
of national consciousi.>3.  * 

One can almost say that the pres- 
ent time is an evolutionary experi- 
ence of the past. Every moment of 
the present is a consequence of the 
past, and for that reason it is neces- 
sary to delve into history in order 
to find the reason which has pro- 
duced the occurrences of the present. 

For this reason Cicero, a Roman 
orator and philosopher, said: ‘“His- 
tory is the teacher of life.” If this is 
so, we shall easily understand the 
importance of knowing of some oc- 
currences in the past, the necessity of 
its research, the study of historical 
sources and collections, and especial- 
ly the use of libraries and archives.

handwritten documents which are the 
testimony of history. Writing has 
been considered as the most defin- 
itive step evolved by man toward the 
systematic conservation of the past. 
Where writing appears there histo- 
ry begins. 

The survival of the written word 
is evidence of the past. For history 
and for life too, writing is more 
valuable than the spoken word. The 
spoken word disappears as the wind. 
The written word remains, establish- 
ing the fact which becomes an histor- 
ical survival. 

The value of extant writings as 
historical sources has necessitated, in 
the classification of the sciences, a 
series of disciplines whose subject- 
matter is the study of these sources 
in their every aspect. Among them 
Palaeography and Diplomatics hold 
eminent historical importance, and 
therefore the researchers always 
have to give them special attention. 


It is very difficult to establish a 
separation between Palaeography and 
Diplomatics. Both sciences comple- 
ment each other. The term Palaeo- 
graphy, etymologically consid- 
ered, derives from two Greek words: 
“palae,” meaning ancient, and “gra- 
phe,” meaning writing. Thus Palaeog- 
raphy is the science which treats of 
the ancient writings. 

It presents two aspects: genetic 
and practical. Under the first, Pa- 
laeography is a real science whose 
subject matter is the study of the 
origin and development of writing 
through time as a product of the hu- 
man intellect. Under the second, it 
is an auxiliary tool of history which 
supplies the necessary knowledge for 
the correct transcription of ancient 
records and documents, determining 
the date and place of origin of the 
manuscripts, and correcting the er- 
rors inserted by the copiers through 
the centuries.

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II. The Sectors of the 
Palaeographic Field 


Palaeography has been classified 
by the experts into various divisions. 
With regard to its subject matter 
one can speak of Palaeography of 
inscriptions, Palaeography of codices, 
and Palaeography of documents. 

With regard to the different sys- 
tems of writing, civilizations, and 
countries, one can speak of Oriental 
and Classical Palaeography. Concern- 
ing the written material there is Epi- 
graphic, Numismatic, Bibliographical, 
and Diplomatic Palaeography. And 
finally, from the chronological point 
of view we have Palaeography of the 
Middle Ages (until XV century), and 
Palaeography of the Modern Age, 
comprising only the XVI and XVII 
centuries. 

The later writing, after the XVII 
century, is to be considered as con- 
temporary writing, and therefore out- 
side of the study of Palaeography. 
Our Western European culture has 
of necessity been concerned mainly 
with Latin Palaeography, because 
from this the writings of the Occi- 
dental Civilization have been derived. 


Ill. Historical Origin of the 
Palaeographic and 
Diplomatic Sciences 


Although Palaeography, as a SCci- 
ence, “a toward the end of the 
XVII century, it is evident that the 
former erudites and researchers stu- 
died the early writings before this. 
Alcuin, for example, was entrusted 
with the revision of the Bible by 
Charlemagne. The Cistercian and 
Dominican monks in the XII and 
XIII Centuries were devoted to cor- 
recting the text of the Old Testa- 
ment. And the Medieval glossers and 
commentators of Roman Law were, 
by their very nature, Palaeographers. 

Furthermore the many monks, who 
classified and cataloged those manu- 
scripts deposited in the libraries and 
archives may truly be called Palaeog- 
raphers. The European Humanists 
of the Renaissance delved into the 
classical manuscripts. This provided 
occasion for controversy and discus- 
sions. A French author Langlois, said 
that Erasmus was a freshman in 
Palaeography. 

The controversy between Catholics 
and Protestants in the XVI Century, 
of necessity, had a certain Palaeo- 
graphic background. In the XVI Cen- 
tury various printers and teachers of 
writing, for example, Geoffroy Tory, 
Josse Hondt, Giambattista Palatino, 
and Pierre Hamon, the later teacher 
of Charles IX, classified certain of 
the early writings. 

But the Palaeographic studies be- 
gan in France at the time of Louis 
XIV (1643-1715).This was occasioned 
by the patient research of the Bene- 
dictine monks of Saint Maur and the 
scientific criticism of the Bollandist 
writers. 

The Benedictine monks of Saint 
Maur, called “Maurinos,” in their 
Monastery of Saint Germain des 
Pres, devoted many years of study 
to the formation of an immense bib- 


liography on history, patrology, and 
hagiography, which was to be the 
wonder of the centuries. 

This excited the emulation of cer- 
tain Bollandists. Among them were 
John Bolland and Daniel Papenbro- 
eck (1628-1714), Jesuit fathers, who 
wanted to discriminate between pi- 
ous legends and historical facts for 
the editing of their book entitled 
“Acta Sanctorum.” 

From the discussions occasioned by 
the above mentioned Benedictine 
work, there arose a school of crit- 
icism from the Bollandists. Fr. Dan- 
iel de Papenbroeck in his book en- 
titled “Propyleum Antiquarum Cir- 
ca Veri ac Falsi Discrimen In Vestu- 
stis Membranis,” denied the authen- 
ticity of those documents deposited 
in Benedictine archives and consid- 
ered as apocryphal those documents 
of the first half of the Middle Ages. 

John de Mabillon, a Benedictine 
monk of Saint Germain Monastery, 
who, according to Cardinal Riche- 
lieu, was the wisest among the writ- 
ers of France, objected to this skep- 
ticism. He published at Paris, in 
1681, his book “De re Diplomatica 
Librivi,” which was the first fixed 
point of Palaeography and the Dip- 
lomatie sciences, 

The controversy was continued. 
Thus the importance of handwritten 
transmission and Palaeography was 
called to the attention of scholars, 
as a Necessary science for deter- 
mining the truth of documents, 

Many authors, books, and schools, 
of Palaeography arose in England, 
Italy, France, Spain, and Germany 
during the XVIII Century. Among 
the Palaeographers are to be men- 
tioned Bernard de Montfaucon, the 
Jesuit Germain; the English, Madoy 
and Hickes; the Italians Maffei and 
Muratori; Tassin and Toustain from 
the Benedictine Monastery of Saint 
Germain des Pres, and others. 

In the XIX Century Palaeographic 
studies were systematized due to the 
photographic technique which _per- 
mits the scholar to obtain photo- 
stats and enlarged prints of the docu- 
ments. In the 19th Century courses 
in Palaeography and Diplomatics be- 
gan to be offered in the universi- 
ties throughout Europe. Special 
schools and _ scientific associations 
were established for the develop- 
ment of Palaeographic science. 

In France the famous “Ecole de 
Chartes,” l’Ecole practique des Hau- 
tes Etudes, l’Academie des Inscrip- 
tions et Belles Lettres, were found- 
ed, which produced learned profes- 
sors and researchers as Tardiff, 
Graux, Giry, Chatelain, Gaston Paris, 
Omont, Prout, Leopold Delisle. ; 

Italy had the school of Palaeogra- 
phy of Florence where Cesar Paoli 
taught; the University of Rome with 
its distinguished professor Monaci, 
editor of the great publication “Ar- 
chivio Palaeographico Italiano;” the 
Vatican Library, where Carini pub- 
lished “Sommario di Palaeografia ad 
uso della Pontifica Scuola Vaticana;” 
and the Universities of Bologne, Pa- 
lermo, and Naples where Palaeogra- 
phy was taught. 
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In England the Palaeographical So- 
ciety was founded. In German schools 
Massmann, Zangemeister, Pertz, Si- 
ckel, Wetenbach, Bohomer, Traube, 
undertook the editing of German 
royal diplomas in “Monumenta Ger- 
maniae Historica, 1819.” 

In Spain, besides the School of 
Diplomatics of 1856, and the crea- 
tion of the Body of Archivists, Li- 
brarian, and Archaealogists in 1858, 
some books, collections, and Palaeog- 
raphers should be mentioned. These 
include Cristobal Rodriguez, Esteban 
Terreros, Burriel, Martin Sarmiento, 
Andres Merino, Munoz Rivero, Za- 
carias Garcia Villada, Millares Car- 
lo, Floriano, Sarrablo Aguareles, 
and others. Today in most of the 
universities throughout the world 
there are courses of Palaeography 
and Diplomatics assigned as a re- 
quirement in the History Depart- 
ments. 


IV. Palaeographic Materials 


Mankind was beset with many dif- 
ficulties in the preservation of rec- 
ords before the invention of print- 
ing. The oldest materials used to 
preserve writings were various met- 
als. Upon them were engraved things 
which were considered deserving of 
lasting value. 

Military diplomas, for example, 
were engraved on lead. (On less ex- 
pensive materials, such as stone or 
baked clay, were engraved all kinds 
of inscriptions). The most important 
documents written on bronze are Ro- 
man military diplomas. These have 
been reproduced and discussed by 
Mommsen in the book “Corpus In- 
scriptionum Latinarum,” and in the 
“Ephemeries Epigraphica.” 

Wax tablets, consisting of a wood- 
en base, covered by a sheet of wax, 
were used in Roman Antiquity and 
in the beginning of the Middle Ages. 
These were called by the Romans 
“tabula, tabellas, cera.”” When they 
were assembled in two, three, or 
more, they were called diptyca, trip- 
tyca, and poliptica, or “codex.” 

The oldest decuments written on 
wax tablets have been found in 
Egypt, and Vorospotakak, Transyl- 
vania (131-167 B.C.). Also many and 
important examples of wax tablets 
were found during the Middle Ages 
in France, Italy, and Germany. 


Papyrus 

Papyrus is a rush or reed, now al- 
most extinct. In Egypt it was so 
universally used in antiquity as to 
be the hieroglyphic symbol for Low- 
er Egypt and a common motif in 
art. The roots were used most not- 
ably as a writing material. Egypt 
used Papyrus until the introduction 
of paper there in the 8th Century, 
and exported it throughout the Medi- 
terranean world. 

This writing material, which was 
also called papyrus, was formed in- 
to sheets by laying thin lengthwise 
slices of the rush side by side in 
two layers at right angles and press- 
ing them together with an adhesive 
probably composed of their own juic- 
es and Nile river water. 
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The sheets were glued end to end 
and rolled on wooden rolls. Many 
manuscripts of these have been re- 
covered, especially in Egypt, and 
have furnished valuable literary and 
historical matter in Greek and other 
languages. 

The science of papyrology is con- 
cerned with the study of these docu- 
ments. The oldest manuscripts were on 
papyrus. The earliest extant ones date 
probably about c. 3500 B.C. (Today 
papyrus is cultivated in Sicily). Pli- 
nius wrote about the preparation of 
the sheets of papyrus in his “Nat- 
uralis Historia, XIII,” p. 11-13. 

The oldest Latin documents writ- 
ten on papyrus were discovered in 
the XVIII Century, in the village 
named “Pisoni” in Herculano, where 
the famous library of Filodemo de 
Gadara was located. The discovery 
of the Oxyrhynchus papyrus in 
Egypt, was made in the XIX Centu- 
ry. The form for the papyrus manu- 
script was the cylindrical roll or 
volume. 

During the Middle Ages the papy- 
rus manuscript was used in Italy 
and France, and the most important 
collections include those of the Mero- 
vingians, and the letters of Ravena. 
Pontifical papyrus were used until 
Pope Benedict VIII, and 25 are 
known, which are deposited in the 
archives of Italy, France, and Spain. 

Many manuscripts on papyrus are 
deposited in the libraries of Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, the British Museum, 
and in private collections, The most 
numerous collection is that belong- 
ing to the Archduke Rainer, deposit- 
ed in the Library of Vienna. The 
oldest, among these, is that named 
“Prisse,” written 2000 years B.C. 


Parchment 


Parchment is the urfanned skin 
of animals, especially sheep, calves, 
and goats, prepared for use as writ- 
ing material. The name is a corrup- 
tion of Pergamum, the city where 
the preparation of parchment suit- 
able for use on both sides was 
achieved in the 2nd century, B.C. 

Parchment, which is more durable 
than papyrus and capable of being 
folded into book form, very grad- 
ually superseded papyrus. In Europe 
it gave way to paper for use in 
books only after the advent of print- 
ing. 

A fine grade of parchment pre- 
pared from the skin of a calf or kid 
became known as vellum, a name ap- 
plied during the Middle Ages to 
any parchment used in, manuscripts. 
For important manuscripts vellum 
was often dyed purple. 

Parchment is still used for certain 
documents and diplomas, and for 
book bindings. The manuscripts of 
the Middle Ages were often beauti- 
fully illuminated in colors on vel- 
lum, a fine variety of parchment, as 
explained above. 

Such illumination is found in many 
Medieval books of the Hours, Psal- 
ters, Bibles, Gospels, and other writ- 
ings copied in monasteries and cathe- 
dral schools, The Irish Book of Kells 
(8th Century), at Trinity College Li- 
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brary, at Dublin, is one of the most 
beautiful examples. It is full of in- 
terlaced Celtic scrolls and_ bright 
touches of gold, blue, red, and green. 
The oldest:codices written on parch- 
ment are from the IV and V Centu- 
ries. 
Palimpsest 

When parchments were erased and 
used again, they are known as pa- 
limpsests. The practice of erasing 
the parchment was used in the mon- 
asteries of Bobbio and Grotta Ferra- 
ta, because it was very difficult to 
obtain at this time necessary sup- 
plies of parchment. 

The catalog of Latin palimpsests 
until 1904 was published by Chate- 
lain. Among the most important are 
known: “De Republica,” by Cicero, 
in the Vatican Library; “Institu- 
tiones,’” by Gaio, in the Verona 
Cathedral; “Ambrosianus,” by Plau- 
to, in the Milan library; and “Co- 
dex Ovetensis,” in the Escorial Li- 
brary, Spain. The palimpsests are 
extremely diffcult to read, in spite of 
the chemical reagents and _ proce- 
dures used for obliterating the former 
writing. 

Paper 

The use of paper was introduced 
to Europe by the Arabs, who learned 
the perfected technique from the Chi- 
nese in the VIII Century. With some 
exceptions the use of paper, as a 
Palaeographic material, began in 
Europe in 2nd half of XIV Centu- 
ry. The watermark in paper permits 
the researcher to determine the date 
and authenticity of a codex or docu- 
ment. 

Pen 


In ancient Greece and Rome much 
writing was done by scratching the 
wax coating of a tablet with a sty- 
lus or style, a pointed implement 
whose blunt end was used to make 
erasures by smoothing the wax. 
Reeds, frayed at the end or slit (the 
calamus), were used in Antiquity 
and in the Middle Ages to write on 
papyrus and parchment, 

Quills were introduced early in 
the Middle Ages. They were plucked 
from live biras (usually geese); the

quills were treated by heat and 
shaped witha penknife, and they re- 
quired frequent sharpening. Metal 
pens did not come into common use 
until 1828, when Josiah Mason im- 
proved existing models and began 
large-scale production at Birming- 
ham, England. 


Ink 


Black ink has been used for the 
writing of codices and documents. 
This is essentially the standard black 
ink still used, though the tannic 
acid of the ink is now commonly de- 
rived from other sources than nut- 
galls. Nutgall ink, made of nutgalls 
and copperas (ferreus_ sulphate), 
was probably known as early as the 
II Century. Red, green, yellow, gol- 
den, or purple ink was used for the 
writing of capitals or initial letters 
of the documents. 


VY. Historical Development 
Of Latin Writing 


Various Palaeographers have made 
classification of the Latin writing in 
its historical development from An- 
tiquity to cur time. Among them the 
classifications of the Italians Fuma- 
galli, Carini, Gloria, Paoli, Kater- 
bach; the Frenchman Prou, and the 
Spaniards Mufoz Rivero, Villada, 
Millares, and Floriano, deserve to 
be mentioned. 

The fertile root from which the 
Latin writing was derived was that 
of the Archaic Capital writing. This 
Archaic Capital writing was divided 
into various types, one of them was 
the Lapidary Capital, which became 
Palaeographic Capital in the II Cen- 
tury, B.C. a 

This Palaeographic Capital was 


another fecund stem, from which the 
Uncial, Cursive, and Semi-Uncial 
writings were derived. The Uncial 
writing disappeared with Rome, and 
from the Cursive the Longobardian, 
Visigothic and Merovingian were de- 
rived, developing until the XII Cen- 
tury. 

Meanwhile the Semi-Uncial gave 
origin to the Insular which had lim- 
ited existence, and the Carolingian, 
in the IX Century, from which came 
the Humanistic and Gothic writing 
with its modern variations named 
Bolatic and Italic-Bastard. 


In Western Europe and in coun- 
tries that have adopted Western 
European ways of writing, letters of 
all kinds—Capital and lower cases, 
Roman, Italic, black letters, and 
script—are derived from the Capital 
letters of Roman inscriptions. From 
these “square” Capitals developed 
the less severe Capitals called “rus- 
tic’ and also the letters called “un- 
cial,” with more curves than Cap- 
itals have. The uncial M, for exam- 
ple, substitutes curves for the two 
angles at the top, as the lower case 
letters do. 


Capitals and uncials are called 
mayuscules. They are distinguished 
from minuscules, the lower case let- 
ters. The lower case letters estab- 
lished themselves definitely in Alcu- 
in’s school at Tours in the time of 
Charlemagne. Letters of the kind 
preferred in that school are known 
as Carolingian, or Caroline, minus- 
cules. 

Efforts to make letters ornate led 
to the development of black letters, 
no longer in common use except for 
the German language. Letters of this 
ornate kind, with many angles and 


heavy shading, are sometimes called 

Gothic—a term that is unfortunate- 
ly ambiguous, since it is used by 
printers for very simple letters, with- 
out serifs, ; 

In type, Italic letters were intro- 
duced by Aldus Manutius. They are 
said to have been suggested by the 
handwriting of Petrarch. 

Many manuscripts and codices have 
been copied in these various styles, 
and they reproduce important works 
of Roman Literature, Patristic, Irish 
history, Visigothic period of Spain, 
as for example those of Vergil, Cice- 
ro, St. Paul, Gregory the Great, 
Gregory of Tours, St. Beda, the co- 
dex Book of Kells, The Gospel of 
Holmudies, documents of the Mero- 
vingians, Montecasino monastery, and 
the Visigothic documents and codices 
in Spain until XII Century. 

Toward the end of the VIII Cen- 
tury a scientific effervescence arose 
in the royal court of Charlemagne. 
It was occasioned by the “Schola Pal- 
atina,’”’ whose members were devoted 
to collecting documents and to re- 
copying them. They noted the compli- 
cated Merovingian writing of these 
manuscripts, and for that reason 
they hanged this writing to another 
which was easier to read and to 
transcribe. 

Thus the Carolingian minuscule was 
originated, which spread throughout 
Europe, except in Ireland. Italy ac- 
cepted it at the end of IX Century. 
England in the XI Century. Spain 
at the end of the XI or at the be- 
ginning of the XII Century; and the 
Pontifical Chancery accepted it at 
the time of Pope Clement IT (1046- 
1047). 

The writing is derived from the 
Merovingian writing. Its character- 
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istics are: roundness, abbreviations, 
and suppression of nexus. 

Gothie writing is characterized by 
its angular and sharp-pointed forms. 
It began to be used in the end of 
the XII Century, coinciding with the 
introduction of the Gothic art in ar- 
chitecture. It was the pattern for the 
types of printing. 

The Humanistic writing was orig- 
inated in the Renaissance, in Italy, 
at the beginning of the XV Century, 
and was used mainly for the copying 
of the classical manuscripts of Anti- 
quity. The first users were the Hu- 
manists Poggio di Bruccio Brani- 
loni (1880-1459) and Nicolo Nicoli 
(1864-1437), who founded at Flor- 
ence a Palaeographic school to teach 
this writing, and from there it spread 
throughout Italy. 

The cursive Gothic in Spain devel- 
oped into four types of writing: 
Privileges, Albalaes, Cortesana, and 
Procesal. The two first were used 
from the XIII Century until the end 
of XIV Century. 

The “Cortesana” writing, used in 
the secretary and the official agen- 
cies of the court of the Spanish 
kings during the XV and XVI Cen- 
turies, was named so by the Cath- 
olic kings. It degenerated in Procesal 
writing as a corruption of the “Cor- 
tesana.” 

This corruption was occasioned in- 
tentionally by the scribes, who col- 
lected money per handwritten page, 
and therefore they extended their 
handwriting in order to cover more 
pages. For that reason this writing, 
without separation of words, became 
illegible, and was named later “En- 
cadenada” or “Cadenilla.” 

Italic writing similar to cursive 
types of printing was used in the 
Apostolical briefs. It began to be 
used in Italy during the. XV Cen- 
tury. 

The Bolatic is a strange and un- 
decipherable writing used by the 
Pontifical Chancery in the bulls. It 
was named by others “Teutonica,” 
“Liegesa,” and “Littera Sancti Pe- 
tri.” It was used from the time of 
Pope Clement VIII (1592-1605) un- 
til Pope Leon XIII, who revoked its 
use by “Motu Proprio” of Decem- 
ber 29, 1878.

The Cartoonist 


and the 


Arabian Horse

Behind the purchase of every au- 
tograph, there is usually a good 
story. The difficulty is that the en- 
tire story cannot always be told! 

In the case of some letters of po- 
litical cartoonist, Homer C. Daven- 
port, who died in 1912, all can be 
told because of the especially pleas- 
ant circumstances of the purchase. 
Mr. Davenport’s daughter came into 
our office and offered us a few let- 
ters written by her father. It had 
occurred to her, in going through

her family papers, that someone wh? 
admired her father’s newspaper work 
and shared his enthusiaasm for hor- 
ses might also have the pleasure of 
seeing and owning these memorabilia 
of her famous father. According, she 
sold them to us to place on the auto- 
graph market. Miss Davenport had 
just some up from Washington and 
commented on how easy it was to 
see President Eisenhower in con- 
trast with the difficulty in seeing 
certain people in New York. Her can- 
did, charming, and friendly manner 
made her instantly likeable. It was 
a great treat to hear her describe 
her father’s adventures, as well as 
some of her own. 

Her father had been born on March 
8, 1867, in Silverton, Ore. He had 
worked as a journalist and cartoon- 
ist for several newspapers: New 
York Evening Journal, New York 
Evening Mail, and the New York 
American. He had also worked for 
a Chicago newspaper, but he lost 
this job as he spent less time re- 
porting the results of nearby races 
than he spent admiring the Arabian 
horses at the Chicago World’s Fair 
in 1893! 

Davenport became one of the coun- 
try’s greatest political cartoonists. 
He was as anti-trust and as anti- 
Hanna as was Theodore Roosevelt. 
Davenport delighted in drawing 
Mark Hanna in “dollar-sign” clothes. 
One of his famous cartoons shows 
Uncle Sam standing behind Roose- 
velt, with Uncle Sam’s hand resting 
on Roosevelt’s shoulder. The caption 
reads: “He’s good enough for me.” 

According to Miss Davenport, Roo- 
sevelt felt that her father’s cartoons 
had helped him win the presidential 
election of 1904. Roosevelt, in re- 
turn, wanted to do Davenport a fa- 
vor. When Davenport hoped to go 
to Turkey to purchase some pure-

blood Arabian horses, he encountered 
much official resistance. There was a 
Turkish ban on the export of pure- 
blood mares. With the help of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, a great horseman, 
the path was cleared for Davenport’s 
mission. He received a letter from 
the Turkish Legation stating that the 
Sultan of Turkey had authorized 
Davenport to export six or eight 
mares from Syria. Lady Anne Blunt 
exclaimed in a letter to Davenport 
that his diplomatic assistance must 
have been at a very high level! 

In spite of official restrictions Ara- 
bian horses had come into the United 
States, Jefferson, Polk, and Seward 
had received full-blooded Arabians as 
gifts. Jefferson, in an act which 
smacked more of the statesman than 
of the country gentleman, sold the 
two which he received and turned 
the proceeds over to the government. 
The early history of the Arabian 
horse in America seems to be a 
genealogical maze. Many excellent 
horses had been imported, but were 
they of pure Arabian stock? While 


it may not be entirely correct, at

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In the Eastern Woodland area, com- 
prising about half the United States, 
and on the Plains, the elbow form of 
tobacco pipe is the rule, and the tube 
pipe the exception. On the Pacific 
Coast the reverse is the case, and as 
a sizable part of the Coast Califor- 
nia produces a predominant share of 
all tubes. 

But, more remarkable, the Califor- 
nia Indians developed more regional 
types than all the rest of the Coast. 
Furthermore those types were con- 
fined in use more consistently to their 
various regions than were the com- 
parable types in the East. And while 
few of the Eastern elbow forms are 
confined to as small an area as a 
state. The California tube forms orig- 
inated in some half dozen areas in 
the one state, and in somewhat more 
forms peculiar to definite areas. 

Beginning with the northwest cor- 
ner of the state in the basin of the 
lower Klamath River, and along the 
coast, the Yuroks, Wyotts, Hupas, 
and Karoks produced two area forms. 
Both are slender tubes expanding 
from mouth end to bowl. 

However one form is made entire- 
ly of stone. The other is mostly wood, 
with a stone bowl inset in the end. 
The former is found, but rarely, in 
prehistoric sites. The latter originates 
from ethnological use, with very few, 
if any, of its stone bowl sections 
found archaeologically. 

All-wood pipes may also have had 
a vogue in this area in the past. 
Sometimes such pipes are made like 
those with the inset bowls, but lack- 
ing the bowls. And Lt. P. E. Ray 
in an early day report to the Smith- 
sonian Institution credited the Hupas 
with wooden pipes of a form other- 
wise peculiar to the Pomos further 
south 

North and east of this area, in 
the mountains and around the lakes, 
and on the middle and upper reaches 
of the Klamath River, there was a 
mixture of forms, but one was pecu-

liar, largely to the central area. This 
is similar to the northwest corner 
shapes, but more concave, and con- 
sequently more flaring at the bowl. 
There is also another feature of pipes 
of this area not found elsewhere, 
that is, the use of a red, volcanic 
stone. 

Otherwise northeastern California 
pipes are a mixture of forms seen 
more consistently in neighboring are- 
as of California, Oregon, and even 
the general area of the Plains. A disk 
form, with the bowl and stem holes 
in its edge or rim, (illustrated in Dr. 
A. L. Kroeber’s Handbook of the 
Indians of California) is a form that 
was used occasionally by Plains In- 
dians as far east as the Otos. Other 
forms are true elbow forms, obvious- 
ly copied from Eastern pipes, or de- 
veloped along with them. There are 
also tube pipes, duplicating central 
California Valley forms. 

Among the Pomos, whose homeland 
is in the redwood tree area between 
northwest California and San Fran- 
cisco Bay, a peculiar form of wood- 
en pipe was developed. This has a 
long, glender stem as a rule, which 
expands abruptly into a bulbous bowl. 
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As noted, Lt. Ray’s report on the 
Hupas nearly 100 years ago shows 
that tribe using the same form. 

In interior California, comprising 
the basins of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Rivers, the bulk of stone 
tubes have been found, but concen- 
trating in the northern portion, with 
examples becoming quite rare in the 
south. It is guessed that possibly 
wooden pipes were used in the San 
Joaquin Valley and have decayed, but 
it could be that the Indians of that 
area did not take to smoking or did 
not have “the weed” readily avail- 
able. 

Most of the northern central val- 
ley pipes are showy creations, often 
of polished steatite. They run from 
sizes comparable to one’s fingers to 
spectacular “giants” 10 to 20 inch- 
es long. 

While many are simple expanding 
tubes the typical form is a rather 
straight-sided tube with ornamenta- 
tion of rings or ridges around the 
mouth end. The bowl portion may be 
about the capacity of a modern briar 
pipe, or one much more capacious. 
The mouth end is usually supplied 
with: a hole in which to insert a 
bird..bone tube, sometimes found in 
place; but occasionally it looks as 
if the mouth was applied directly to 
the stone. 

On. the southern coast and offshore 
islands there were two familiar 
forms. Among the Chumash in the 
northern part of this area the typ- 
ical pipe has eurving convexity ex- 
panding toward the bowl. There is 


no decoration around the mouth end, 
and that at the bowl end is usually 
no more than an incised ring. 


To the south, where the Gabrielino 
Indians prevailed, pipes tended to be 
straighter sided and to expand less 
drastically. They are also more often 
decorated, using bands of incised de- 
signs or bands of inlaid beads, or a 
combination of the two. 


In one locality in this area a third 
form or type originated. The pipes 
from this site are remarkabl2 in be- 
ing quite grotesque and much larger 
than usual. Liberally ornamented 
with beads, they assume rather night- 
marish animal, fish, or reptile forms 
in great elaboration. 

A feature of pipes of the whole 
area is the great size of the mouths 
of many of them; resembling trum- 
pets rather than smoking pipes. In 
tact some can be blown like cow horns. 
From a report that medicine men 
blew clouds of smoke through them, 
they are often termed “cloud blow- 
ers.” 

All the pipes so far referred to 
as stone are predominantly steatite; 
black, gray, and mottled, and some- 
times colored. But south of the 
Tehachipi Mountains, in an area 
where the cultures seem to be exten- 
sions of the Southwest, the common 
form is pottery. The area type is 
a curved trumpet shape with a fin 
under the bend, the fin usually being 
pierced. 

This curved trumpet form also oc-

Detroits 


By JOHN SPERLING 


The Detroit Photographic Compa- 
ny had many fine view cards of the 
United States from 1898 to 1916 
when, due to world conditions, it 
went out of business. 

This company was the originator 
of the natural color prints. Through 
their own process known as “Photo- 
chrome” they originated in the fall 
of 1897 a vast improvement in pic- 
ture and photographic events. 

Their early work from 1897 to 1912 
outshines and surpasses many views 
that the modern post card companies 
now produce. 

The post card industry in 1890 was 
small and insignificant. The Detroit 
Photographic then had _ thousands 
upon thousands of negatives taken 
throughout the world, beautiful homes, 
offices, clubs, business firms, colleges, 
schools, libraries and museums, ‘here 
was a large demand for their work. 

These pictures comprised of scenes 
of America in general, Science, Art 
subjects of Museums, Libraries, Ar- 
chitecture and famous buildings, 
Paintings and Sculpture, also spe- 
cial prints of business firms of varied 
subjects. 


The popular size of their prints 











ranged from 4x7 inches to 7x56 
inches, More expensive views were 
made up to 17x 150 inches and beau- 
tifully colored with a very natural 
look. 

Business, railroad and steamship 
companies of the world had many 
prints made for their personal use 
and advertising purposes. These 
prints were in the form of a huge 
colored picture on a good type glazed 
board about 3x feet in size. Rail- 
road, transport, great lakes and 
steamship company firms were their 
specialty. Many of these ad posters 
are beauties and railroad and boat 


pictures are scarce.

The Detroit Photographic Company 
had branch offices in England and 
Switzerland. The English firm in 
London was known as the Photo- 
chrome Company Ltd. At Geneva, 
Switzerland it was known as the Pho- 
to Globe Company. Photos were made 
and sold to 21 foreign countries. 

The post card craze struck the 
United States about 1904. The De- 
troit Photographic Company made 
limited quantities of post cards for 
private firms, these cards were main- 
ly sold to tourists and travelers. 

The best of its extensive United 
States Library of negatives were 
used in their post cards. Of their li- 








— 
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brary approximately 400,000 United 
States prints, only 8 percent of their 
best negatives were used for the post 
card trade. These views were the 
pick of the lot and are still sought 
after to this date by many Deltiolo- 
gists. 

In 1906 the Company was organ- 
ized as the Detroit Publishing Com- 
pany to handle picture post cards ex- 
clusively. It was then located at Ver- 
mont and Popular Streets in Detroit, 
Mich. The plant consisted of a mod- 
ern brick building, partly one story, 
the remainder being two story. A large 
skylighted room on Popular Street 
dominated the building. This was 
where the printing and developing 
operations were conducted. 

From 1906 on, new negatives were 
made, especially for the post card 
trade. Detroit Photographers covered 
the nation from Maine to Florida, 
from coast to coast, from border to 
border, even into Canada, Mexico, 
Cuba and Puerto Rico. Many mil- 
lions of Detroit cards were distrib- 
uted throughout the nation. Branch 
offices were opened in New York Ci- 
ty, Boston, Chicago, Denver and San 
Francisco, with headquarters remain- 
ing in Detroit. Henry T. Cleland was 
president of the firm at that time. 

The trend toward picture post 
cards was on the upswing and the 
Detroit Publishing Company took 
every advantage of its vast previous 
experience. The “Harvey” chain of 
hotels signed a lucrative contract 
with Detroit in 1907. “Fred Harvey” 
insignia then appeared on many De- 
troit cards which began to flood the 
west and many views of Arizona, 
Colorado, New Mexico, ete., were sent 
in all directions.

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The Detroit Publishing Company 
continued producing its larger sized 
prints as before. It also added lan- 
tern slides, carbon bromide and hand 
colored prints to its output. 

To complete its fine service towards 
supplying many varied firms, its 
work had to improve. This improve- 
ment brought about the process meth- 


od known as “Photostint” in the 
year 1911. 
The Photostint catalog of 1912 


states “Tours through the Wonder 
Places of America illustrated in high 
grade Photostint post cards executed 
in nature’s coloring.” The catalog 
continues, “Detroit cards have been 
circulated by many millions through- 
out the United States during the 
past 15 years and have always been 
sought for by experienced and dis- 
criminating travelers as a real card 
of merit. Now Photostint cards com- 
bine truthfulness and delicacy of col- 
or, taste in pictorial composition, 
rare choice of subject and real educa- 
tional value. The colors are pure and 
brilliant and for collecting and the 
projecting lantern are unsurpassed.” 

The Detroit Publishing Company 
progressed until 1913 or 1914, but 
due to the deterioration of the post 
card itself and the lessening of col- 
lector interest, the firm had to re- 
trench. 


Detroit Publishing Company had 
planned to issue card views of every 
town, city, historical and interesting 

lace in the United States, Due to 

orld War I, it had to abandon about 
three-quarters of its famous post 
card line. This was due to printing 
and imported color chemicals which 
came from Germany and Switzerland. 
Only a small amount of cards were 
printed for various interested firms 
and civic groups, also for the tourist 
trade and news distributing compa- 
nies. 

The Detroit Publishing Company 
was last heard of in 1932 and was 
known as Ace Publishers with Rob- 
ert A. Livingston, manager. The pur- 
pose was to dispose of at least 
2,000,000 Detroit post cards, prints 
and everything on hand. Henry Ford 
acquired most of the engraved plates 
and they are now in the Ford mu- 
seum, 

Many present day collectors (Del- 
tiologists) are awakening to the true 
value of these cards. Interest is de- 
veloping and the cards are in great 
demand as an invaluable addition to 
anyone’s collection.

During the 12 years that BISHOP 
H. CLIFFORD NORTHCOTT was 
the spiritual leader of 123,000 Meth- 
odists in the Wisconsin area, he 
used his 150 gavels at speaking en- 
gagements to whet interest in the 
lands from which they came and to 
hammer home the importance of 
missionary programs. “The Bishop’s 
Gavels,” is the subject of an inter- 
esting article by Genevieve Finni- 
gan in the January, 1961, issue of 
TOGETHER Magazine, Methodism’s 
widely circulated family magazine. 
The article states: 

“Bishop Northcott, who retired 
last year after more than 45 years 
of Methodist ministry, toured over- 
seas mission areas three times dur- 
ing his 12 years in the episcopacy. 
Each time, he returned home with 
new and unusual gavels for his col- 
lection—from Asia, South America, 
and Africa. But they didn’t gather 


dust on the bishop’s recreation-room 
wall; he used them at speaking and 
presiding engagements to whet in- 
terest in the lands from which they 
came and to hammer home the im- 
portance of missionary programs. 
Others, fashioned of materials from 
Methodist sites in the U.S. and in 
England, helped him bring Methodist 
kistory alive for many audiences. 

“Bishop Northcott’s interest in 
gavels, however, reaches back to his 
early college years. As a debater, he 
became interested in the hammer-like 
cbject which, over the centuries, has 
come to represent far more than 
physical force. In the hands of the 
right man, one stroke of a gavel can 
wield more power over a deliberative 
or legislative assembly than a regi- 
ment of soldiers. It symbolizes man’s 
ability to govern himself, to make 
and abide by his own laws.”

curs occasionally in the coastal areas. 
Sometimes it makes an angle so as 
to approach an elbow shape. , 

With their pipes California Indi- 
ans may all have used containers for 
pipes and tobacco. Those of the Yu- 
yok-Hupa area certainly did. Their 
pipe bags were pouches in which 
pipes were held and secured by a 
winding of a leather ribbon. Their to- 
bacco “bags” were small baskets, 
with lids secured by a draw-string ar- 
rangement. : 

The ceremonial use of pipes was 
probably extensive as there are ac- 
counts of such use and some pipes 
were the special property of sha- 
mans. But there are no reports of the 
“neace pipe” practices familiar east 
of the Rockies. 

Apparently the bulk of the smok- 
ing was for personal pleasure and 
was done in a reclining position to 
keep the bowl frm spilling its con- 
tents.

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least it is romantic to regard Gen- 
eral Grant’s importation of the pure- 
bred Arabian horses to be the first 
to arrive in the United States. His 
stallions, Leopard and Linden Tree, 
were a gift from the Sultan of Tur- 
key during Grant’s world tour. The 
stallions arrived in New Haven in 
June, 1879. 

Pure-bred horses. were later 
brought in by Randolph Huntington 
and by the Hamidieh Society for ex- 
hibition at the 1893 Chicago World’s 
Fair. In the first two decades of 
the 20th Century, Homer Davenport, 
Spencer Borden, and W. R. Brown 
were substantial importers. The im- 
portation by W. K. Kellogg for his 
Pomona ranch was made late in the 
1920’s. 

Davenport’s adventures on his ex- 
pedition are related in his book, My 
Quest of the Arab Horse, published 
in New York by B. W. Dodge & 
Company in 1909. He writes that his 
purpose “. . . was to obtain Arab 
mares and stallions of absolute puri- 
ty of blood that I could trace as com- 
ing from the great Anezeh tribe of 
Bedouins.” He was able to write 
from Allepo on August 19, 1906: 


“T am bringing by far the finest 
stock that has come out of the des- 
ert. . .. We have the pride of the 
whole desert in a dark brown stal- 
lion without a white hair. He is five 
years old and has mahogany flanks 
and a Jiba (forehead) big. He was 
bred by the Somusa and it’s estima- 
ted that 200 of the Aneza mares are 
in foal to him.His mother and fath- 
er and their ancestors were all fa- 
vorites of the Aneza. Hashem Bey, 
the Shiek of all the Shieks, says he’s 
the best they have had for years. 
He was a present to the Gov. of Al- 
lepo 10 days before’ our arrival by 
the Aneza and a present from the 


Gov. to me. Friends thought I had > 


better give the Gov’s son a 100 lbs. 
($500) which I did as he was a poor 
man and the recent buyer from Ita- 
lian Govt. would have given 500 lbs. 
for him gladly.” 

A yellowed and brittle newspaper 
clipping describes an exhibit of some 
of Davenport’s horses at New Jer- 
sey: 

“Homer Davenport’s Arabian 
steeds exhibited yesterday at Morris- 
town for the first time in a local 
horse show . . . were the same that 
were shown to President Roosevelt 
and the Chiefs of Staff of the Army 
iat Oyster Bay about six weeks ago 
. . . Mr. Davenport exhibited four 
of his thoroughbred Arabian horses 
under saddle while, accompanied by 
Mrs. Davenport, he drove into the 
ring behind a magnificent pair of 
gray stallions, Yaquis and Yima... .” 

It was a great pleasure to have 
met and chatted with Miss Daven- 
port. And it was a great pleasure to 
learn of her father’s work as a dis- 
tinguished cartoonist and an impor- 
tant champion of the Arabian horse.

Oceasionally post card enthusiasts 
collect playing cards as a sideline 
hobby, and some playing card collec- 
tors similarly keep and _ preserve 
post cards. Unfortunately, however, 
very few of the latter group realize 
that there is a certain species of 
post cards that deserves a place of 
honor in any playing card collection: 
This is the “post-card-playing-card.” 

These oddities were never meant 
to be used for card-playing, of 
course; but neither were the avidly- 
collected tobacco insert cards of the 
1890’s. Most of these post cards, of- 
ten highly embossed and embellished 
in silver and gold, are beautiful ex- 
amples of the finest color lithography 
of the early 1900’s. Add to that the 
fact that they have become extreme- 
iy scarce and hard to find, and it will 
be seen that they are well worth 
hunting. 

The first card reproduced here is 
titled “The Queen of Clubs,” and is 
typical of many pretty girl subjects 
by the noted artist Will Grefé. Copy- 
righted in 1909 by Moffat, Yard & 
Co., of London, and distributed by 
Edward Gross of New York, it is a 
handsome example with rounded cor- 
ners in simulation of real playing 
cards, 


The second card is an embossed 
valentine, probably German, appro- 
priately captioned “Queen of My 
Heart.”

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Our next card, the 5 of Clubs, 
shows a pleasant boating scene. It 
bears no title or manufacturer’s 
name, but a postmark on the back 
dates it as 1908. Unlike most postal 
playing cards, this was probably one 
of a full series of 52 designs. 

Next we have an Ace of Hearts—a 
French card of 1915, by Lapina of 
Paris. It is captioned, in three lan- 
guages, “Hearts are Trumps.” 

The second row is a series of four 
Aces showing Hallowe’en customs 
and superstitions. Copyrighted by E. 
Nash, circa 1910, they are the heav- 
ily embossed and_ gold-illuminated 
ecards typical of Germany. The Ace 
of Spades quaintly advises: 


“Carry a Black Cat 
in a Pumpkin Shell 
And a White Owl 
on your Right Shoulder 
Of the Witches and Goblins 
you break the Spell, 
And your Sweetheart’s Love 
will not Moulder.”

The final card, an Ace of Dia- 
monds labeled “Your Ante,” is one 
of a delightful series of poker puns 
drawn by the cartoonist Carmichael 
for “TF. P. & Go, N.Y.” m 190. 
Others in this set include a deuce of 
Hearts showing an irate wife drag- 
ging her straying husband away 
from a pretty showgirl and titled 
“Breaking a Pair,” and a trey of 
Clubs depicting a trio of jolly ca- 
rousers captioned “Three of a Kind.” 

Here are only a few of the many 
varieties of these attractive and no- 
vel cards. Surely they deserve to 
find homes in more playing card col- 
lections than they have up to now.

The Petrified 
Forest National 
Monument 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


One of the really amazing facts 
in the field of geology and mine- 
ralogy, is the truly surprising num- 
ber of occurrences of petrified wood. 
It appears that there is hardly a 
lava flow exposure anywhere that 
does not encompass some beds of 
petrified wood. 


In America, however, there are 
none that have preserved to such an 
extent, these ancient trees as the Pet- 
rified Forest of Eastern Arizona, now 
known as the “Petrified Forest Na- 
tional Monument.” Located east of 
Holbrook, between U.S. Hi-way 66 
and State Hi-way 260 it is at its 
greatest width, 10 miles wide and 
30 miles long. The Monument Park 
embraces the Black Forest in the 
northwest corner, and Badlands For- 
est in the central part, and the 
Rainbow Forest in the southern end. 
The latter area has the most color- 
ful woods. 

There is in addition in the south-

ern section, a Museum operated by 


the Park Service, also a number of 


Indian pictographs. The region is 
known as the Painted Desert. The 
Painted Desert Inn is famous. It 
is located in the Park. Other accom- 
modations can be had at the several 
small towns in the area. 

Washington State’s Gingko Forest 
had trees larger than the ones so 
far discovered in the Painted Des- 
ert Forest. However, so many vis- 
itors to the locality took samples, 
they just about cleaned up all of 
the petrified wood of that area be- 
fore it was made into a Park. 


There is a great difference, too, be- 
tween the woods of Gingko Forest 
and the Painted Desert Forest wood. 
The latter are by far the most col- 
orful, whereas the woods of Wash- 
ington generally preserve both the 
original color of the woods as well 
as their structure. The woods of 


wood structure or cells. On the other 
hand because of their colors, they 
are generally preferred for jewelry. 

The pictures show several large 
trees and demonstrate how nature 
has used erosion to graphically dis- 
play these wonders. The first piece 
or joint in the bottom picture would 
weigh about three tons. From its 
knot structure it appears to be of 
the cedar type, which includes red- 
woods. 

The region is generally flat and 
with care one may drive many miles 
without keeping to roads. Caution 
must be advised though to the end 
that shovels are carried, plus the 
admonition to always carry extra wa- 
ter, and plenty of gas.

STUDY YOUR MUSEUM LABELS 


For half a century, Rochester was 
one of the country’s leading shoe 
towns. Because of their quality, 
Rochester became the style center for 
women’s shoes. The shoe industry 
succeeded the milling industry and 
held first place during the 1870’s and 
80’s. It is interesting to know that a 
machine to cut wooden pegs and a 
die to cut out soles were invented in 
Rochester. 

Abner Wakelee, the first shoemak- 
er, settled here in 1815. The hand- 
craft system exemplified by him and 
many of the succeeding shoemakers 
gave way to the domestic or shop 
system in which an enterprising shoe- 
maker organized ana supervised the 
work of a dozen or more journeymen 
and apprentices so that when Jesse 
W. Hatch, one of Rochester’s most 
illustrious shoemen, located in Roch- 
ester in 1831, there were nine shoe 
shops. Mr. Hatch took the lead lo- 
cally in the next stage of industriali- 
zation, the introduction of machinery 
in 1852. The Singer Sewing Machine 
was successfully adapted to the needs 
of the shoe industry. The develop- 
ment of the factory system followed 
and by 1860 most of the shoe trade 
in Rochester had been absorbed into 
twelve central shops or factories. 
Power was introduced in the early 
1860’s and by 1879 shoes were ma- 
chine made and machine sewed. The 
shoe industry was a powerful force 
in the Rochester picture until the 
1920's.

PRICE Coat-of-Arms

The above Price Armorial Bear- 
ing is ascribed to Joan Price, wife 
of George Cleeve, of Shrewsbury, 
co. Salop, England; and Casco (Port- 
land), Maine. 

George Cleeve was born about 
1586, the youngest son of John and 
Anna Cleeve, co. Somerset, England. 
He married Joan Price, the daugh- 
ter of a burgess, in 1617, at Shrews- 
bury, England. They emigrated to 
New England about 1630 and re- 
sided in what is now Falmouth, 
Maine. 

At the time of his death in 1666, 
George Cleeve had been in this coun- 
try over 86 years. He was one of 
the first settlers in the vicinity of 
Falmouth, Maine, and was actively 
engaged in all the eventful scenes 
of history from its settlement until 
the time of his death. 

When Cleeve arrived, he brought 
with him a commission from Sir Fer- 
dinando Gorges to five of six per- 
sons, one of whom was Governor 
Winthrop of Massachusetts. Gorges 
was a leader in founding Maine, and 
he wanted these men to govern his 
province and to oversee his servants 
and private affairs. 


This commission was declined by 
Gov. Winthrop, and it does not ap- 
pear to have been executed by any 
of the others except Cleeve. George 
Cleeve apparently had the confidence 


of the large landed proprietors in 
England. 

He must have been a man of some 
enterprise, as he was active in both 
trade and land speculation. He served 
on the grand jury in 1640; was ad- 
mitted Freeman in 1658; and was 
Deputy to the General Court in 1668. 
He died in 1667, probably very old, 
as he testified in 1663 that his wife, 
Joan, was 87 years of age. 

Cleeve left but one child, Eliza- 
beth, and it does not appear that 
he ever had any others. Michael Mit- 
ton, an associate of George Cleeve, 
married Elizabeth in England and he 
emigrated to New England by 16387. 

Mr. Mitton served as constable in 
1640; was Freeman in 1658; and 
died in Falmouth, Maine, in 1666. 
Elizabeth (Cleeve) Mitton remarried 
and died in 


was widowed again, 

1682. 

Michael and Elizabeth (Cleeve) 
Mitton had issue a son Nathaniel 


(who died unmarried) and five daugh- 
ters. Consequently, to trace back to 
Joan Price for eligibility to display 
this Coat-of-Arms, the line would 
need to be pursued through one of 
the daughters of Michael Mitton. 


These girls and their husbands 
were: Ann married to Anthony 
Brackett; Mary married to Thomas 
Brackett, brother of Anthony; Eliza- 
beth married to Thaddeus Clark; 
Martha married to John Graves of 
Casco, Maine; and Sarah married to 
James Andrews. 


At this time, Maine was an ex- 
posed frontier and a_ battleground 
for the long struggle of the English 
against the Indians and the French. 
There was also discord and dissen- 
sion between Massachusetts and 
Maine; conflicting charters, border 
arguments, and Indian wars. Life 
was hazardous, risky, and uncertain, 
as evidenced by the fate of many of 
the children and grandchildren of 
— and Elizabeth (Cleeve) Mit- 
on. 

James Andrews, of Saco, Maine, 
removed to Falmouth and there mar- 
ried Sarah Mitton. He abandoned 
Falmouth during the Indian Wars, 
and by this move he probably saved 
himself and his family from the grief 
suffered by his Brackett, and Clark, 
in-laws, 

Anthony Brackett married Ann 
Mitton. He and his wife and all his 
family were taken by the Indians in 
1676, but somehow managed to es- 
cape a few days later. Anthony 
served as a Lieutenant and Captain 
in the war, but was finally killed at 
his house September 21, 1689. Their 
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son Seth was killed by the Indians 
in May, 1690. 

Thomas Brackett, brother of An- 
thony, married Mary Mitton. On Au- 
gust 11, 1676, he and his brother-in- 
law, Nathaniel Mitton, were killed by 
the Indians. His wife and children 
were taken in captivity at the same 
time, and were carried away with 
the Anthony Brackett family. Mary 
(Mitton) Brackett died in captivity, 
but the three children survived. 

Thaddeus Clark, also of Falmouth, 
married about 1662-3, Elizabeth Mit- 
ton. Lt. Clark was from Ireland. He 
settled in Falmouth, Maine, by or 
before the time of his marriage. He 
served in the war against the In- 
dians and was killed by them in 1690 
at Falmouth. 

Four days later his wife and three 
children were taken captive. His son 
Isaac was carried to Canada, but 
later returned to Marlborough, Mass., 
and there married Sarah Stow. Eliza- 
beth (Mitton) Clark died at Boston, 
Mass. in 1736, aged about 91 or 92 


years. 

Elizabeth Clark, a daughter of 
Thaddeus and Elizabeth (Mitton) 
Clark, married Edward Tyng, After 
the conquest of Nova Scotia, he was 
made Governor of Annapolis, but on 
the voyage to his colony he was 


taken by the French and died in 
France. 

So much bloodshed, hardship, 
heartache, and tenacity! Although 


the fatality rate at this time was 
high, the blood line is carried on 
with momentum. 


INTERPRETATION OF 
COAT-OF-ARMS 

The Arms of a woman, except one 
who is, in her own right, a sover- 
eign, are not shown on a shield, but 
on a lozenge or diamond-shaped back- 
ground. The shield was\part of the 
armour of a warrior, therefore would 
not be used by the feminine sex. 

Neither does a woman use her ar- 
morial insignia with either a helmet, 
crest, or mantling. The reason for 
this is obvious, The crest was an 
aid in identifying a man in battle 
when his helmet concealed his face. 
A woman did not go into battle and 
she did not wear a helmet, therefore 
she needed no such identification. 

The mantling, representing anoth- 
er portion of a knight’s equipment, 
was also considered inappropriate for 
the use of women. The motto,.being 
a war-cry, was not to be uséd by 
women, 

A woman might with propriety, if 
unmarried, use her father’s arms; 
if a widow, her late husband’s, to 
show the family to which she be- 
longed. However, to make it clear 
that the articles so marked were those 
of a woman, and not of a warrior, 
the arms were shown in a lozenge. 

This form was in common use as 
early as 1400, and was a definite re- 
quirement by 1561. The lozenge is 
often surmounted with a true lover’s 
knot of light blue ribbon; this latter, 
however, has no official sanction. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A red (gules) shield charged 
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with a gold (or) leopard standing 
erect on its hind legs (rampant). 
In the upper (chief) left (sinister) 
corner of the shield are three rings 
of silver (argent)—two above and 
one below. The crest is a leopard as 
in the Arms. 

We read a shield as if we were 
standing in back of it—not as if it 
were viewed as a picture. Therefore, 
the “sinister chief,” instead of be- 
ing the upper left corner of the 
shield when looking at it, is the up- 
per right. 

The leopard is said to represent 
a valiant and hardy warrior, who 
enterprises hazardous things by 
force and courage. : 

The finger ring or the annulet is 

known as the emblem of fidelity. 
However, an unmarried lady uses her 
father’s marks of cadency, and these 
three rings could signify him to be 
the fifth son of a fifth son of a fifth 
son. 
Colors are representative of the 
original bearer and are granted only 
if he be worthy. Red signifies cour- 
age and magnanimity; gold, generos- 
ity and elevation of mind; silver, 
sincerity and peace. 


CREST CORNER : 

An article on the Hooker family 
appeared in a recent issue of HOB- 
BIES. Shortly after the magazine 
was in circulation, I received a let- 
ter from Roland Mather Hooker of 
Florida, the man to whom this Ar- 
morial Bearing has been ascribed. 

In my article I suggested that as 
Roland Mather Hooker was 9th in 
descent from the Rev. Thomas Hook- 
er of Hartford, Conn., “It would be 
best to check further before assum- 
ing that this Hooker Coat-of-Arms 
was right for all the descendants of 
Rev. Thomas Hooker.” ~w 

Roland Mather Hooker’s letter of 
explanation follows: 

“Dec. 7, 1960 

“T am most interested and pleased 
in the account you have given of 
my Coat-of-Arms in the December, 
1960, issue of HOBBIES Magazine. 

“It may be of interest to you as to 
how I obtained these Arms. My 
father and grandfather Hooker were 
convinced that the Hooker Arms: ‘Or, 
a fesse vair between two lions pas- 
sant guardant sable’ was the Arms 
of the Reverend Thomas Hooker. 
Naturally I believed the same. How- 
ever, in about 1930 I got to know 
and became a devoted friend of that 
great genealogist, Dr. Arthur Adams. 
He pointed out to me that the Hooker 
Arms could not be provénh. He felt 
sure that the College of Arms in 
London would grant me _ personal 
Arms. So it was done. 

“There were several suggestions 
as to making the Arms retroactive 
to other generations. I believe I 
could have gone back four genera- 
tions, but I went back only to my 
father. So my descendants and my 
sister’s descendants are the only per- 
sons who have a right to these Arms. 
As soon as the Arms were granted 
me, I registered them with the New 
— Historic Genealogical So- 
ciety. 
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“It is indeed an appalling thought 
that the papers of the Rev. Thomas 
Hooker were destroyed at the time 
his home was demolished. Without 
doubt some Hooker Arms could have 
been traced to the line if the papers 
had been preserved. 

Sincerely yours, 

Roland Mather Hooker.” 

And so there you have it. Only de- 
scendants of Roland Mather Hook- 
er’s father may properly claim a 
right to this Armorial Bearing. How- 
ever, the way has been paved, and 
other interested Hooker descendants 
should have no trouble working 
through the same channel for the 
goal they desire.
